A shrine of Colonial antiques that 
is expected to rank among the best 
of its kind in America has been 
opened by the state of Pennsylvania 
at the homestead where Daniel 
Boone was born just 225 years ago, 
on November 2, 1734. The new mu- 
seum building is an addition to the 
already notable collection of Amer- 
icana at the Boone State Shrine, nine 
miles south of Reading on U.S. 422. 


Hundreds of authentic items of 
the Pennsylvania Colonial period 
which in the past have been stored 
in other state museums, art galle- 
ries and historical parks because 
there was no place to display them, 
have been moved to the Boone Home- 
stead for the new building. In ad- 
dition, free parking lots and picnic 
groves have been built and log bunk 
cabins erected for overnight visits 
by boy and girl scouts and other 
youth groups. 


The new museum, of logs from 
nearby mountains, is less than a hun- 
dred yards from the reconstructed 
farmhouse where Daniel Boone was 
born and spent the first 16 years 
of his life. The house already con- 
tains some of the best existing Penn- 
sylvania Colonial material. In the 
dining room is a fireplace that was 
part of the original log cabin built 
here by George Boone and his son 
Squire, the grandfather and father 
of Daniel. 


Lounging here in the glowing em- 
bers of cedar logs, Daniel Boone as 
a boy got the little knowledge of 
reading and writing that was to 
be his sole book learning in a career 
that encompassed early explorations 
into Florida, living among untamed 
Indians, crossing the unchartered 
Alleghenies and tracking the vast 
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plains to the Mississippi and beyond. 

A long barreled Conestoga rifle, 
misnamed the Kentucky rifle, hangs 
over the mantel. It is a gift to the 
shrine from Daniel Beard, and there- 
fore has an extra interest to Boy 
Scouts. The dining table made _ in 
1734 and high-backed Pennsylvania- 
style Windsor chairs are hand-hewn 
and pegged, of walnut from trees 
that grew in adjacent fields. Aside 
of the fireplace is a rare rush light, 
one of the few existing, 


Cooking utensils and fire place 
equipment are iron forged in ear- 
ly Quaker mills, some operated by 
the first Lincolns to come to Amer- 
ica who settled just two miles across 
the fields from the Boone place. Later 
these forges were to turn out Frank- 
lin stoves and cannon for Washing- 
ton’s army at Valley Forge. 


The tables, Welsh cupboard an’ 
surrounding shelves are filled with 
toleware, pierced-tin lanterns and pie 
safes, gaudy Dutch, slip and spatter- 
ware dishes, ironstone platters, and 
Welsh mountain antler handled 
knives, as well as pewter spoons, 
plates and goblets. 


Some of the random width floor- 
ing is more than two feet wide, be- 
lieved to have been installed in 1730 
by Daniel’s grandfather. Rag car- 
pets of the kind made by the Boone’s 
and their neighbors protect the most 
used sections of these floors. 


The first Boones were weavers, so 
one room contains looms of the pe- 
riod and the product of such looms— 
linsey woolsey, home spun cloth and 
dated Pennsylvania Dutch coverlets. 
In the Pennsylvania Dutch motif 
also are several decorated dowry 
chests. One that contains a secret 
drawer and lock arrangement is like 
no other known and is a gift of the 
Philadelphia Museum. 


Three bedrooms on the second floor 
are furnished with hand-made pos- 
ter beds, patchwork quilts, chests, 
chairs and clothes closets all dat- 
ing about the time George Washing- 
ton was marching with the British 
against the French. Another item 
which may be the only one of its 
kind now existing is a three-legged. 
flat-plank ladder chair. Three-legged

Pennsylvania Dutch decorated dowry chests at the Boone Homestead known to be 
more than 200 years old.

The barn and blacksmith shop at the Daniel Boone birthplace are filled with examples of Colonial 
farm implements, including one of the best preserved Conestoga wagons, built in 1790. 
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George Miller, custodian of the Boone Homestead and authority on the life of Daniel 
Boone stands aside of a grandfather clock that is one of the few items not of American 
manufacture. The clock was built in England, near the home the Boones left to come 
to America, and may have been imported here before the Revolution.

On the walls hang colored pen paint- 
ings- known as fractur work—birth 
and baptism certificates outlined in 
tulips, hearts and birds.

J. Stogdell Stokes, who devoted a 
lifetime to its collection. 

In the cool cellar is the same 
sweet-water spring that often 
quenched Boone’s thirst and that of 
his forefathers and many genera- 
tions that followed, even until to- 
day. The first log cabin of the fam- 
ily was erected at this site because 
of the spring, a precaution in case 
of Indian attack. Such attacks never 
came. The early Swedes, Welsh, 
Quakers and Dutch were so proud 
of the amity with which they lived 
with the Monocacy Indians that they 
named the region Amity. 

The outside buildings include a 
barn and blacksmith shop. The black- 
smith shop is constructed of logs 
taken from the neighboring Harner 
farmhouse and were hand trimmed 
before the Revolution. In the barn 
is the Christian Herr Conestoga wa- 
gon, so called for its original owner 
for whom it was built in 1790. For 
many years it stood in the Pennsyl- 
vania state capitol. These vehicles 
later were to play an important part 
in the winning of the West. The 
blacksmith shop contains scores of 
items similar to ones that were made 
when such a shop stood on this site. 

To these fields which the Great 
Pathfinder loved so well, he returned 
twice in later life, once with his 
wife and son Nathan. He would still 
find much to admire if he could re- 
turn today, although he probably 
would be surprised to find Monocacy 
creek turned into a four-acre lake. 
But the abundance of wild life would 
please him most for the farm is a 
game refuge and abounds in rabbits, 
pheasants, squirrels, grouse, and 
even an occasional deer.

Lavish in content Long Play is- 
sues are now the order of the day. 
And they have to be produced on a 
grand scale, for amid so much com- 
petition in this field, only the out- 
of-the-ordinary collection of mate- 
rial can attract and, what’s more im- 
portant, hold attention. Such a pro- 
fuse output of the uncommon leaves 
place only for the unique to reach 
the pinnacle of the LP domain; and 
this is now done by “Met Stars 1901- 
1903” Herrold 5000—a truly out- 
standing document from the view- 
point of historical and artistic sig- 
nificance. ‘ 

To be completely worthwhile, a 
presentation of Long Play record- 
ings must add a purpose to purely 
entertaining features. And that is 
exactly what Herrold 5000 accom- 
plishes, for its program lists exclu- 
sively the artists who appeared at 
the Metropolitan between 1901 and 
1908—and not only in their commer- 
cial recordings, but in action on the 
stage of the New York operatic 


“Fheatrum Maximum as well. All re- 


cordings in this disc, recorded from 
original cylinders and records, were 
given particular care both in the 
transcribing and determination of 
the correct pitch. 


The admirable Valentin opening 
the Herrold 5000 recital is Maurice 
Décléry. Preceding his appearances 
at the Metropolitan during two sea- 
sons between 1901 and 1903 in a 
variety of roles from Mercutio to 
Nevers, he sang in “Faust” before 
Queen Victoria, at Windsor Castle, 
in the summer of 1890, six months 
prior to her passing. The cast on 
that gala occasion included Suzanne 
Adams, Mathilde Baurmeister, Al- 
bert Saléza and Edouard de Reszke. 
Judging from this record—one of the 
earliest among the few made by Dé- 
cléry, and all of them rare—his was 
a splendid baritone, well schooled 
and with an artistic background of 
wide scope, 

Albert Alvarez, creator of the 
roles of Nicias (“Thais”) and Hé- 
lion (de Lara’s “Messaline”) was 
born in Bordeaux, in 1861; he died 
in Nice, Feb. 26, 1933. After study- 
ing in Paris with Martini, he began 
his career in Ghent, and in 1892 
made his début at the Opéra, as Ro- 
méo. He opened the Metropolitan 
1889-1890 Season, also as Roméo, op- 
posite Eames, Olitzka, Bauermeister, 
Edouard de Reszke and Plancon. Too

bad that the few examples of Alva- 
rez” brilliant vocalization—as dis- 
played in this thrilling Pathé disc— 
are available only on _hill-and-dale 
recordings. But then, this oversight 
makes his Air de la Fleur all the 
more desirable. 

Practically all of Calvé’s record- 
ings have been popularized either in 
the original or in re-recorded form; 
one, however, her Pathé adaptation 
of the Barcarolle from “Les Contes 
d’Hoffmann,” is very little known. 
Why should a duet be sung as a 
solo is another question; but the fact 
is that it’s an accepted practice, and 
here is Calvé’s adroit handling of 
both the soprano and mezzo parts in 
Belle nuit. ~ 

The next ten bands on Herrold 
5000 are devoted to excerpts from 
operatic presentations at the Metro- 
politan, between 1901 and 1903. Dur- 
ing that period, the librarian of the

Met, Lionel Mapleson, amused him- 
self in his spare time by recording 
backstage, on a primitive cylinder 
apparatus, passages which caught 
his fancy. Though affected in varied 
degrees by wear and elements, these 
cylindrical wax recordings preserve 
and disclose priceless fragments— 
however faint or marred by surface 
noise—of actual performances by 
stars of a past operatic Golden Age 
now enveloped in a mist of glamor. 
When transferring these delicate in- 
cisions, utmost skill and care were 
employed to reduce_ extraneous 
sounds to a minimum and bring out 
the contents as much as possible, 

The first of this series, O sommo 
Carlo from “Ernani” on Band 4, 
bursts forth in all its glorious sweep, 
with Scotti regal as Charles V, and 
Sembrich, de Marchi and Edouard de 
Reszke adding lustre in the ensemble. 

The heroic cries of Briinnhilde and 
her Valkyr sisters are sounded with 
vocal beauty and vigor by Nordica 
and her worthy colleagues; while van 
Rooy nobly delivers Wotan’s sage 
advice, with Schumann-Heink, as 
Fricka, just caught at the beginning 
of her indignant reply: So ist es 
denn aus... 

Preceded by the stirring ensem- 
ble from “The Huguenots”—II des- 
tin che dal ciel—in which Adams, 
Homer and Journet participate, the 
two solo phrases by Jean de Reszke 
are heard: from “Lohengrin” ard 
“Le Cid.” Both these recordings are 
enormously important, and not only 
because Jean was considered superb 
in both operas, but also because in 
this performance of “Lohengrin” he 
bid farewell to the Metropolitan, and 
in “Le Cid,” he created the role of 
Rodrigue, on November 30, 1885, at 
the Opéra, flanked by Fidés-Devriés 
as Chiméne, Edouard de Reszke as 
Don Diégue, Melchissédec as_ the 
King and Plancon as the Count de 
Gormas. Lohengrin’s phrase — Sie 
vor den Konig zu geleiten, Schmiickt 
Elsa, meine siisse Frau! Dort will 
ich Antwort ihr bereiten, dass sie

place at the close of the Second 
Scene in Act IiI. In Act 1, Scene 2, 
of “Le Cid,” Rodrigue follows his 
address to the sword with an invo- 
cation to his protector, St. James: 
A Saint Jacques de Compostelle, j’ai 
voué ma foi. Il me verra tourpours 
a sa cause fidéle, quand je linvo- 
querai, quil regarde vers moi! The 
“Lohengrin” recording brings out 
Jean’s voice clearly, while in “Le 
Cid” it comes through only faintly. 
Both fragments are beautiful and 
unique examples of his voice and ar- 
tistry. 

In the undated “Meistersinger” ex- 
cerpt, Gadski is the only one who 
may be safely placed, as she was 
the Eva at the Metropolitan in the 
span embraced by Mapleson record- 
ings. The Te Deum which follows, 
is a solemn but puzzling bit of re- 
corded vocalization in action—puz- 
zling in that something, which seems 
to be a feminine voice follows the 





CAMILLE SEYGARD as Carmen 
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melody. Trouble is that no such 
thing is possible, as no woman So- 
loist is heard all during the Te De- 
um. To explain this unusual occur- 
rence, every possibility of resem- 
blance has been considered and 
checked: The organ or one of the in- 
struments? No; “the voice” sings in- 
dependently. “Overtones” of Scotti’s 
voice? Neither; he audibly does his 
own part. The recording being un- 
dated, the primadonna of this per- 
formance is not known; but could 
it be that one of the Met Toscas of 
that period—Ternina or Eames—was 
carried away by the music and sang 
it while standing in the wings, with- 
in the recording radius of the horn? 
Undoubtedly there will be comments, 
but no matter what their nature, 
they will all be welcome. 

Even more eagerly received would 
be the identification of Band 138, the 
final one in the Mapleson group and 
on Side I of the disc. No less than 
three famed Maestri recently heard 
this excerpt and none could tell what 
it is and by whom it was penned. 
An indication suggesting this record- 
ing was taken during a_ rehearsal 
lies in the fact that a hum of voices 
and not the expected applause greets 
the ending of the pompous Finale. 
Regretfully, some distortion of the 
sound became apparent on this band 
after the pressing had already been 
made. A pity, because the cylinder 
is the best preserved of the lot, and 
the tape recording of it was per- 
fectly executed. 

On Side II, the curtain rises on 
Edouard de Reszke’s Sérénade de 
Don Juan, by Tchaikowsky. All three 
Columbia discs of the celebrated bas- 
so have been re-recorded before; but 
the original in this case was in such 
excellent condition that to include the 
younger de Reszke’s wooing of his 
belle became a necessity. 

Mantelli’s spirited Seguidilla from 
“Carmen” is strongly contrasted by 
the tenderness of Wotan’s Farewell, 
as done by Bertram. A contralto of

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great merit, Engenia Mantelli-Man- 
tovani was a bright operatic light 
of her day. Born in 1860, of Italian 
parents, she did honor to her art 
wherever she appeared in Europe 
and North and South America. 
Equally distinguished but less for- 
tunate was the German baritone, 
Theodore Bertram. Born in Stutt- 
gart, Feb. 12, 1869, he took his life 
in Bayreuth, Nov. 24, 1907. He chose 
to die rather than go on living with- 
out his wife who had perished in 
a sea disaster. A specialist in the 
Wagnerian repertoire, his Wotan 
was praised by Cosima Wagner. 

The suave Charles Gilibert turned 
into vocal silk everything he sang, 
including the Sérénade by Mozart’s 
Don Juan. Continuing with compar- 
isons, Suzanne Adams’ voice may be 
termed as one with a diamond lus- 
tre finish, and unmistakably bearing 
the Marchesi école trademark. 

Van Rooy, a famed Hans Sachs, 
recorded the ‘Meistersinger’-Schus- 
terlied repeatedly: on G& T and Co- 
lumbia dises and on 6-inch Columbia 
cylinder. On Herrold 5000 is given 
the earlier, G&T version. Born in 
Rotterdam, Jan, 1, 1870. Anton van 
Rooy studied with Stockhausen; and 
after his operatic début at Bayreuth, 
as Wotan, in 1897, he. became a lead- 
ing Wagnerian baritone. He died in 
Miinich, Nov. 28, 1932. 

Although she had a Polish-sound- 
ing name and a Slavic accent, Rosa 
Olitzka was born in Berlin, Sept. 6, 
1873. Highly gifted and capable, she 
earned well deserved applause wher- 
ever she appeared during her suc- 
cessful career. Her appealing con- 
tralto possessed a sympathetic qual- 
ity which can:only be felt and not 
described. 

Too well known to require any in- 
troduction, Marcel Journet is here 
heard as Nilakantha, lovingly ad- 
dressing Lakmé. This is one of the 
French basso’s initial recordings, in 
which he turns out a very artistic 
and vocally praisworthy perform- 
ance.

The Happiness Boys .. . 
Billy Jones and Ernest Hare 


The name of Billy Jones, didn’t 
appear in the Edison lists until the 
summer of 1921, when he and a male 
chorus (apparently the Harmonizers, 
of which he had become second te- 
nor) sang perhaps the greatest of all 
comic songs, “Casey Jones.” His 
version was patterned closely on 
Billy Murray’s great Edison cylinder 
version of the same classic, but it 
was not as good as the Murray ren- 
dition. It brought out an unpleasant 
habit Jones had in his early record- 
ing days of singing with a hissing 
sound on certain syllables and occa- 
sionally evincing a trace of a lisp. 
This disappeared after his partner- 
ship with Hare. By the end of 1920 
Jones was singing for nearly every 
American record company (unless 
some on the West Coast might be 
excepted) under the name of Billy 
Jones. However, his first Brunswick 
records appeared in a disguised form 
as being by William Reese. He didn’t 
appear in the Victor list until June, 
1920, when he sang, on 18670, “My 
Sahara Rose” and “Oh, How I Laugh 
When I Think That I Cried About 
You.” The record displayed a pleas- 
ing tenor voice but a rather affected 
style of which he soon afterwards 
rid himself. His Columbia debut was 
postponed until the sprin+ of 1922 
when he sang {on No. 3551) “Fea- 
ther-Bed Lane,’ with Charles Hart 
and Elliott Shaw rendering ‘“Mam- 
my Lou” on the reverse. 

By this time he had struck up his 
partnership with Hare, and the very 
next number, 3552, combined their 
first Columbia record, “Lalawana 
Lullaby.” The Shannon Four obliged 
with “Ka-Lu-A,” to fill the other 
side of the platter. It is amusing to 
recall that some veteran record buy- 
ers resented the idea of a singer 
calling himself Billy Jones. They 
suspected that because of the great 
popularity of Ada Jones and Billy 
Murray he had trickily taken the 
Billy from Murray’s first name and 
the Jones from Ada’s family name. 
However, Billy Jones of course was 
a name to which he was lawfully en- 
titled. And neither Ada Jones or 


Billy Murray bore him any grudge. 
One of the last records Miss Jones 
ever made was Edison Diamond Disc 
50852 on which she and the male 
Jones sang duets of “On a Little 
Side Street’ and

Danc23 With Me.” The Edison com- 
pany had planned to make duet part- 
ners of them, since Billy Murray had 
signed up exclusively with Victor, 
but Miss Jones’ death in May, 1922, 
intervened. : 

As for Billy Murray, then at the 
crest of his popularity, he made one 
Victor duet record with Jones while 
the latter was still calling himself 
Victor Roberts for Victor use. It 
was 18723, on which they sang 
“Down By the O-Hi-O,” coupled with 
Murray’s solo of “Marimba.” Mur- 
ray, Jones and Hare became excellent 
friends. 


VI Ernest Hare’s First Records 

Ernest Hare also probably made 
his first records for Edison. Fred 
Rabenstein’s research indicated his 
first Edison work was done in No- 
vember, 1918. He sang “A Good 
Man is Hard to Find,’ a comic 
“coon song” written by Eddie Green 
later famous as “the singing waiter” 
on the “Duffy’s Tavern” radio pro- 
gram. It was rejected, because of 
some flaw, for issue as a Diamond 
Disc but apveared as Amberol evlin- 
der 3690. In February, 1919, Ernie 
had another try with better luck. 
He sang an extremely amusing Negro 
dialect song, “Satan. I’m Here (I 
Can’t Stand for No Triflin’ Man)” 
which was issued as one side of Dia- 
mond Dise 50542 and as Amberol 
3746. The other side of the disc 
was occupied by Al Bernard, then 
just beginning to make a reputation 
as one of the greatest white “blues” 
singers of all time, holding forth 
with “The Nigger Blues.” It avpear- 
ed in the August, 1919, supplement 
of Fdison “Re-Creations.” 

What might be considered one of 
the turning points in Fare’s record- 
ing career occurred a month later 
when Edison issued No. 50558. his 
first duet with Al Bernard, “I Want 
to Hold You In My Arms.” a_side- 
splitting “coon” duet written by Ber- 
nard and J. Russell Robinson. The 
other side, “Oh! Lawdy (Something’s 
Done Got Between Ebacaneezer and 
Me),”’ was a masterly “coon” song 
interpretation of another type by 
Ada Jones. 

The Bernard and Hare duet was 
one of the popular song recording 
sensations of 1919 — and it was in- 
spired because Bernard and Hare 
lived in the same apartment house 


and Ernie wanted to borrow an egg 
one night from Al. But that’s a 
story to be told later. It resulted in 
a long series of comic songs and 
sketches written by Bernard and re- 
corded by him and Hare, to steadily 
widening popularity. 

I could devote a great deal of 
space to relating in detail the pro- 
fessional association of Bernard and 
Hare, which continued to some ex- 
tent even after Jones and Hare had 
discovered each other. However, 
since Bernard, as the author and 
composer, was the “top man” of 
the Bernard-Hare duo, I shall with- 
hold such information for a later 
series which will give that brilliant 
comedian’s life story. I have often 
wondered why, when the Bernard and 
Hare duets were so popular on Edi- 
son, Brunswick, Emerson, Pathe and 
other brands, the team was never 
called on to record its inimitable 
skits for Victor and Columbia. They 
were certainly among the funniest 
records ever made — far funnier. in 
my opinion, than those by The 
Two Black Crows, who came along 
nearly a decade later. 

But that’s in passing. Both as a 
soloist and as Bernard’s duet part- 
ner, Ernest Hare was well estab- 
lished as a recording artist by the 
time he met Billy Jones. Already, 
like Jones, he had begun to record 
under a variety of names, but there 
was no mistaking that rich voice 
that ranged from a fairly high bari- 
tone, chock-full of overtones, to a 
sepulchral bass. However, he never, 
so far as I can recall, made a solo 
Victor record (his work for Victor 
consisted entirely of duets with 
Jones), nor did he make a Columbia 
solo recording until 1924. Mean- 
while, Jones, beginning in 1922, had 
made a good many solos and also 
sung the refrains in a spate of Co- 
lumbia dance records. 

We have now reached the point 
where we may begin consideration of 
the formation of the historic Jones 
and Hare partnership — an associa- 
tion that is still so memorable and 
redolent of the peculiar fragrance of 
the 1920’s that when Jimmy Hatlo, 
the famous cartoonist of “They’ll 
Do It Every Time,” decided a few 
years ago to introduce a nostalgic 
touch into one of his delightful 
panels, he had a rooming house oc- 
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cupant complaining that the covers 
on his bed hadn’t been changed 
“since the days of Ernie Jones and 
Billy Hare.” Jimmy later autograph- 
ed an original of that 1953 drawing 
for me, and I have submitted it for 
reproduction (by permission of King 
Features Syndicate) with this series. 
(See page 34 March Issue). Hatlo 
explained he didn’t get the singers’ 
names mixed up but makes it a rule 
never to use anyone’s exact name 
in his comics. Therefore Billy and 
Ernie’s last names were deliberately 
switched. 

The chances are that Billy Jones 
and Ernest Hare met for the first 
time in the late fall of 1920 at the 
Edison recording studio, 79 Fifth 
Avenue, New York. As was said last 
month, they did not do their first 
recorded duet work for Edison (des- 
pite that company’s belief to the 
contrary); however, my frequently 
quoted Edison friend, Fred Raben- 
stein, wrote me he was present at 
the meeting when the future Damon 
and Pythias of the Phonograph and 
Radio shook hands. for the first time. 

One legend is that Billy and Ernie 
felt attracted to each other when 
they swapped reminiscences and each 
confided he had originally hoped: ‘to 
be an opera ‘star. The story goes 
on that they amused themselves by 
singing snatches from operatic arias 
in a burlesque fashion and discovered 
their voices blended remarkably well. 
This led them to decide, perhaps, 
that they would make a congenial 
duet team. 

When Billy Jones first’ looked at 
Ernest Hare he saw a man with an 
oval shaped face, whose hair was 
thinning, who wore rimless glasses, 
and whose lofty forehead gave. him 
an appearance of _intellectuality. 
Hare was 37. Jones was 31, round- 
faced, freckled, blue-€yed and al- 
ready inclined to be chubby. Both 
were rather short, about five feet 
seven. (Jones gives his height in 
the pair’s last Victor record, “Hap- 
piness Boys Going Abroad.”) Both 
had broad smiles when they were 
amused, with Ernie’s being a trifle 
the wider. ; 

Besides doing solo work for various 
record companies under _ several 
names, Hare was still singing as a 
partner of Al Bernard, even though 
Bernard had also formed an alter- 
nate association with the popular 
yodeler, Frank Kamplain. Hare was 
chiefly regarded as a comedian, in 
which capacity he had recorded some 
of the songs - among them “TI’ll Say 
She Does” and “I Gave Her That” 
— in which he had understudied Al 
Jolson. However, at least one com- 
pany, Brunswick, used him mainly 
as a ballad singer. Brunswick boast- 
ed that Hare’s record of “Old Pal, 
Why Don’t You Answer Me?” was 
the best issued by any company, but 
its sale probably was small in com- 
parison with Henry Burr’s Victor 
version, which had the advantage of 
a Campbell and Burr duet of “Fea- 
ther Your Nest” on the reverse. 

It is interesting to compare records 
by Hare and Jolson and to discover 
how much superior as a singer the 
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the piano player may be, it’s obviously not Dave Elman. 





understudy was:to the star. Jolson 
apparently had a knack of sending 
his: personality across the footlights 
in a way that no other performer 
could equal, but he didn’t have much 
of -a voice. As his records reveal, 
it was harsh and rasping and marked 
by eccentric tricks of style. Hare, 
on the other hand, had one of the 
finest voices of his day, one worthy 
to hold the center of any operatic 
stage, but must have lacked Jolson’s 
eleetric-magnetism for stage work. In 
my opinion, the very qualities that 
made Jolson a poor recording artist 
(his success on the stage is another 
matter) caused Hare to be a super- 
lative one. 

As for Jones, he also was singing 
for nearly every recording company 
and using an assortment of names. 
Though not established as anyone’s 
regular duet partner, he was the 
second tenor of the Harmonizers 
Quartet, which had Charles Hart as 
first tenor, Steve Porter, baritone, 
and Harry Donaghy, bass. (More 
information about the Harmonizers 
may be found in the Charles Hart 
article in HOBBIES for December, 
1958). 

Fred Rabenstein accounted for 
Jones and Hare’s not having begun 
their duet partnership with Edison 
by saying it was always necessary 
to “get a date” in advance for a 
recording session. He pointed out 
that orchestrations must be prepared 
and other arrangements made before 
the actual record making could be 
done. Even so, it seems strange 
that the first Jones and Hare duet 
for Edison, “Down at the Old Swim- 
ming Hole,’ was not recorded until 
June 25, 1921. This appeared as 
Diamond Dise No. 50841 and as Blue 
Amberol cylinder 43891. It became 
one of the 300 best selling Diamond 
Discs. 


Here is what the booklet, “Edison 
Records of Music That Lives,” said 
about it. Notice the cautious way in 
which the statement that this was 
_ first Jones-Hare duet is quali- 
ied: 


The engaging topic of the_ song, 
“Down at the Old Swimming Hole,” 
will surely appeal to all boys from 
nine to ninety. As sung by those jolly 
songsters, Jones and Hare, one is car- 
ried away, indeed, to the scenes of 
one’s childhood, when life was just one 
good time after another. 

Jones and Hare, you know, are the 
celebrated ‘“‘Happiness Boys” of radio 
fame, and, to our knowledge, we do 
not believe that Jones and Hare were 
ever paired together until they made 
this record. 


“Down at the Old Swimming Hole” 
was one of a series of “kid songs,” 
written by Al Wilson and the late 
James A. Brennan (we’ll hear more 
of Jim Brennan later), which Billy 
and Ernie considered ideal material 
for their talents. Others that came 
a little later included “Down by the 
Old Apple Tree” and “In the Little 
Red School House.” It was also the 
first song which the pair recorded 
for several companies. Their work 
is good, but any listener familiar 
with all stages of their career can 
tell it was made at a period when 
they had not been together long and 
hadn’t perfected their duet style. The 


‘voices do not blend so admirably 


as they did later and there is still 
an occasional sharp, hissing quality 
that detracts from the rounded 
beauty of Jones’ tenor. 


II. The First Jones and Hare Duet 


I believe, but am not. sure, that 
Billy Jones told me in my talk with 
him that he and Hare did meet for 
the first time at Edison. However, 
in spite of that and Fred Raben- 
stein’s recollections, I am not con-

vinced that the Edison encounter was 
their initial meeting. There is a 
chance that they originally ran into 
each other at Brunswick. If so, and 
it was a recording director who had 
the inspiration of teaming them, the 
credit probably goes to Walter 
Haenschen. 

At any rate, although Billy told 
me the tearn’s first duet record was 
“I Like To Do It,” for Vocalion, the 
fact remains that record wasn’t is- 
sued until June, 1921. In February, 
1921, four months earlier, Bruns- 
wick had marketed the earliest 
Jones-Hare duet I have been able to 
find. This is 2063, “All She’d Say 
Was ’Umh-Hum,’ ” coupled with 
“Feather Your Nest,” by the Am- 
phion Quartet, which was probably 
another name for the Harmonizers. 
The Brunswick supplement said: 


“All She’d Say Was Umh-Hum,” ac- 
cording to that prize song-comedian, 
Ernest Hare, a statement that is mus- 
ically concurred én by his friend, Billy 
Jones. It’s a mighty good song with 
words that bring more than inaudible 
smiles. Both sing well and the accom- 
paniment is splendid. It appears that 
Mr. Hare met someone “that thrilled 
him through and through,’ and he con- 
fesses in his richest baritone range 
that he ‘‘met his Waterloo.”’ 


Despite this praise the record is 
indifferent by later Jones-Hare stan- 
dards. There is little harmony and 
Jones doesn’t have much to do. A 
few months later the boys did better 
when they teamed up on a Bruns- 
wick record of “Down Yonder,”  L. 
Wolfe Gilbert’s song that had a big 
revival a few years ago owing to 
Del Wood’s piano rendition. When 
the revival was at its height a disc 
jockey wrote to The Billboard that 
he had been playing the old Bruns- 
wick record because Jones and Hare 
sang “Down Yonder” better than 
any of the latter-day artists. 

The Vocalion record, which Jones 
believed to have been the comedians’ 
first, was No. 14174. The other side 
had the Harmonizers singing “I Lost 
My Heart to the Meanest Girl in 
Town.” 


III. On Their Way Up 


To repeat: “Down at the Old 
Swimming Hole” really gave Jones 
and Hare their start as a successful 
duet team. They sang it for several 
companies, and the team name was 
now usually appearing as “Billy 
Jones and Ernest Hare,” even though 
both the Brunswick and Vocalion re- 
cords we have just discussed gave 
Hare first place. However, their 
names were changed on the label of 
the Phantasie record of the song to 
“Lyons and Heilman,’ although 
their identity was given away by 
their calling each other “Billy” and 
“Ernie” in the record. Phantasie was 
a disguise for Lyric records. New 
labels were applied over the Lyric 
ones (which had a trademark show- 
ing a cat making an unsuccessful 
effort to scratch a record), and false 
names were given the artists. For 
instance, Gladys Rice was called 
Victoria Marsden. 

Not long afterward (as related 
last month) Billy and Ernie made 
their radio broadcasting debut. The 
Shannon Four — Charles Hart, Lewis 
James, Elliott Shaw and Wilfred 
Glenn appeared on the same experi- 
mental program. A short time later 
came their first sponsored program, 
for Irving Fuerst’s Happiness Candy 
company — a fact which resulted 
in their attaining their greatest radio 
success as the Happiness Boys. 

For the next several years the 
paths of Jones and Hare, on radio, 
records and in personal appearances 
led steadily upward. They were the 
most popular feature on radio for 
several years and their records con- 
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tinued to be large sellers despite the 
fact that they could be heard each 
week by “wireless.” 

A 1924 Billboard mention of their 
broadcasting activities said: 


Ernie Hare and Billy Jones, known on 
radio as The Happiness Boys, will start 
their broadcasting again, Friday, Sep- 
tember 19. These popular artists have 
done much to popularize songs, and 
their phonograph records continue to 
sell at a surprising rate. One thing 
about this team is that it doesn’t sign 
up with any particular publishing 
house, but knows a good song when it 
hears it, regardless of whose it is. 


About this same time, The Bill- 
board published a news item that I 
find hard to believe. It said Jones 
and Hare were in such great de- 
mand by so many companies for mak- 
ing records that they had taken out 
insurance against forgetting to fill 
a recording engagement. e idea 
was that if an annoyed company sued 
them for not showing up on schedule 
they would be protected against be- 
ing sued. The “story” was probably 
“planted” by a press agent, but it 
gives a good idea of the remarkable 
popularity they had achieved. 

Of considerably later date is the 
following review in a New York 
newspaper (I’m not sure which) of 
a typical Jones and Hare broadcast. 


It was written by David Brattor: 

The Interwoven Pair, the finest team 
on the air for good humor and lively 
program, were pleasing to the extreme 
over WJZ last night. A couple of hu- 
morous songs.) put just the proper 
amount of spirit into the program and 
the pair sang several ballads in a 
manner that proves beyond a doubt 
the boys have many years ahead of 
them as radio stars. The wise cracks 
and gags were rendered with freshness 
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ETHEL MERMAN AND MARY MARTIN, in their famous impersonation of Billy

that is exceedingly bright in compari- 
son with most of the other radio humor 
teams. We liked the bit about Venice 
and not being able to see much of the 
place on account of the flood. Not 
new, but put across in a pleasing man- 
ner. That new song, “Singing in the 
Bathtub,’’ proved to be a good one. 


The reference to the duo as “The 
Interwoven Pair” and mention of 
“Singing in the Bathtub” sets the 
date of this review as 1929, a time 
when — although they probably 
didn’t realize it — Jones and Hare 
had reached and passed the peak of 
their popularity as radio and record- 
ing attractions. 


IV. Great Teamwork 


The year 1923 saw this country 
swept by two comic™songs with 
“funny paper’ connotations. One 
was “Barney Google” and the other, 
the year’s greatest hit, “Yes, We 
Have No Bananas,” whose title 
was taken from a slang term T. A. 
Dorgan introduced into his “Indoor 
Sports” cartoons. Jones and Hare 
did their share in making both popu- 
lar. 1923 was also the year in which 
phonograph and record manufac- 
turers began to view with concern 
the steadily advancing inroads of 
radio. It was likewise the year in 
which Edison Diamond Discs, now 
bearing easily read white labels in- 
stead of the formerly almost indeci- 
pherable black ones, became known 
by the plebeian term of Edison Re- 
cords instead of the pretentious Edi- 
son Re-Creations. Columbia records, 
formerly notorious for their scratch, 
now came out with new labels and 
almost silent surfaces. Recording 
continued to be by the horn method, 
with the electric process still two 
years in the future. 

By the beginning of 1923, Jones 
and Hare had perfected their duet 
style. Their singing was now so 
polished that cultured persons who 
ordinarily disliked popular music 
and cared nothing for comedy could 
listen to them with pleasure ivr the 
sake of hearing the superb blend of 
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fine voices. There was no 
and “weak” man in the 
team. The work of both was of 
equal value. If Hare’s vocal equip- 
ment was perhaps somewhat superior 
to Jones’, the tenor, with his higher, 
more flexible voice, had a greater 
gift for dialect interpretations. Bow- 
ery, English, Negro, German, French, 
Irish, Italian, Jewish, Greek — Jones 
was the master of any type of dia- 
lect and Hare was not far behind 
him. Occasionally they sang in 
mock-operatic style, as in their amus- 
ing Edison and Vocalion records of 
“Operatic Syncopation,” in which 
they “rag” familiar operatic melo- 
dies — just as tradition says they 
did at their first meeting. They even 
made one Edison record in which 
there was no singing, but in which 
they talked all the way through in 
Negro dialect — a forerunner of 
“The Two Black Crows.” 
“From de Ol’ Home Town 
Meeting of Lincoln and Glascoe),” 
and to my perception is not up to 
the Jones and Hare standard. 
Anyone wanting a _  double-faced 
record showing the comedians at 
their best should get Edison No. 
51155, coupling “Barney Google” and 
an even more amusing and tuneful 
Harry Von Tilzer song, “Old King 
Tut.” (The discovery of King Tut’s 
Egyptian tomb was one of the topi- 
eal sensations of 1923.) This record 
is also the best possible illustration 
of the superiority of Edison record- 
ing to any other of the pre-electric 
day. Billy and Ernie sang “Bar- 
ney Google” for at least a dozen 
companies, but in no other records 
do the results approach those ob- 
tained on Edison. The needle-cut 
records all fail to discriminate 
clearly between the two voices. Hare 
sounds almost as high as Jones, and 
the rich overtones are missing from 
his voice. On the Edison there is 
never any doubt as to which is which. 
There is also a flash of brilliant 
piano playing (probably by Dave 
Kaplan) that could not have been 
duplicated on any lateral cut dise. 
Not only were Jones and Hare 
recording hundreds of duets each 
year, they were doing an equal num- 
ber of solos, as well as occasionally 
singing with other artists. Hare 
still sang an occasional duet with Al 
Bernard, and one of their 1923 spe- 
cialties, “Samuel Johnson, Get Thee 
Gone From Here” deserves to rank 
with their 1920 classic, “Henry Jones, 
Your Honeymoon Is Over.” Jones 
sang a duet with Gladys Rice, “My 
Old Girl,” but the Edison label gives 
his name as “Eugene Harold.” Hare 
did a couple of gospel hymn duets 
with Helen Clark, also for Edison, in 
which he is disguised as “Roy Ro- 
berts” (the “Roberts” obviously be- 
ing taken from his mother’s maiden 
name, just as Jones had called him- 
self “Victor Roberts” on Victor re- 
cords). The beautifully sung “sacred 
duets” are “The Old Rugged Cross” 
and “Waiting and Watching for Me.” 
Both Jones and Hare sang ocecasion- 
ally in the Edison ensemble known 
as the New York Light Opera Com- 


pany.

V. Assumed Names 

This is probably a good place to 
give a list of the various names un- 
der which Jones and Hare recorded. 
Most of them had been used before 
the advent of microphonic recording 
in 1925, but a few were not adopted, 
mostly for use on the cheaper brands 
of records, until after the electric era 
began. It seems ridiculous for re- 
cords by two such popular comedians 
to have been issued under “aliases,” 
but this was probably done because 
manufacturers of the more expensive 
records objected to having their stars 
compete openly on cheaper brands 
with the better grade discs. Billy 
and Ernie were certainly among the 
most prolific free-lance recorders of 
the 1920’s (probably ranking from 
1925 to 1930 just below Vernon Dal- 
hart), and their total sales for all 
companies must have been far in 
excess of those of singers like Gene 
Austin, Billy Murray and Henry 
Burr, who during most of this period 
were exclusive to one company. 
Other leading free-lances were Irv- 
ing Kaufman and Arthur Fields, with 
Jack Kaufman and Charles Harrison 
not far behind. 

Jones seems to have used a great 
many more assumed names than 
Hare, but this list is not represented 
as being complete. There may be a 
good many others I haven’t yet run 
across. At any rate, Jones was 
Harry Blake on Pathe, Actuelle and 
Perfect records, and Billy de Rex on 
several brands, including Gennett. 
On Actuelle he also recorded a mock 
“La Banana 
Aria,” under the almost unbelievable 
pseudonym of “Ugesso Gargolo.” I 
haven’t heard this, but have seen it 
described as “a riot.” The Edison 
name of Eugene Harold has already 
been mentioned, and he, like several 
other tenors (and also like Hare) 
was disguised as David Harris on 
National Music Lover records, which 
probably were made by Grey Gull. 
On seven-inch records for children

On January 22, occurred one of 
the most interesting auctions of dolls 
and toys held in the East to date. 
For the thousands of doll collectors 
who have never attended such a “big 
city” auction, which the writer was 
fortunate to see, I give below the 
following account. 

The sale was held at O’Reillys’ 
Plaza Art Galleries, Inc., 406 East 
79th Street, quite a way uptown on 
the East Side. The O’Reillys have 
been in business well over fifty years 
in several New York City locations. 
Their present building is a very 
pretty white bricked three story 
building with fine showrooms. Ad- 
vance showings are held of material 
which is then sold, usually in a few 
days. The main hall is two stories 
tall, with balcony on one side, and 
space can be closed off with tall 
draperies when an auction is being 
held. The auctioneer occupies a pul- 
pit-like raised platform, and mer- 
chandise being sold is displayed to 
his left on the regular stage. Several 
clerks among the audience and near 
the stage watch for, and take bids 
from the bidders. 

The dolls were hung on the walls 
of a long narrow gallery at eye 
level, the smaller ones were displayed 
in cases. The collection was formed 
by Grace M. Marr, Newtonville, 
Mass., who was traveling companion 
for a wealthy lady for many years. 
The auction consisted of about 178 
dolls, toys, miniature doll dishes, etc. 
A group of about fifty bidders was 
on hand, and all items were sold 
between eleven A.M. and 12:30 P.M. 
The bidding went rapidly, starting 
generally around five or ten dollars, 
and advancing fast, until the final 
bid was taken, and the hammer fell. 
Some dolls were sold singly, some 
in groups from three to ten.

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A 26” tall papier mache doll with 
glass eyes, in a pink dress, went for 
$32.50. Ears exposed, cloth arms, 
leather shoes, she was the pre-Grein- 
er type. Then came an 18” bisque 
with real hair, yellow frock, $10. 
Then another 26” papier mache, with 
glass eyes, wooden arms, dark green 
frock, which quickly jumped from 
opening bid of $10 up to $155. Then 
came a couple late bisques, 18” and 
21”, which only brought $10, lovely 
as they were. 

Item 9 in the sale was a fine 
carved wooden head, extra long fat 
curls to shoulder line, old brown 
dress, wooden arms and legs, 19” 
tall, which went for $100. Then 
several dolls of wax, bisque, china 
heads, sold quickly from $5 to $130. 
No. 21, the first Parian head, (see 
lower row, right) French fashion doll, 
23” tall, in flowered satin and lace 
dress, Dresden type roses and leaves 
in her ash blonde moulded hair, 
wooden hands and feet, brought 
nearly $200. Presumably this rare 
Dresden style head, had been “mar- 
ried” to this body, as this type doll 
usually has leather, cloth or in rare 
cases, parian arms and legs. 

Wax dolls, baby type, large or 
small, some very outstanding exam- 
ples, went from $12.50 as high as 
$40. A wooden “artist’s mannekin” 
doll, 16” tall, fully jointed, only 
brought $5. A type much copied, 
and available today in most artist 
supply stores; however, this was a 
genuine old one, say 75 years. A 
very rare wooden head with elaborate 
headdress, in. three big “puffs”, one 
on top, and one on each side of face, 
with rose dress and wooden feet, 18” 
brought $150. An _ exceptionally 
handsome Parian ware head, with 
pink damask dress, salmon color, 
called “Countess Dagmar”, 18” tall, 
brought $75. 

A so-called “Alice in Wonderland,” 
blonde hair with narrow black rib- 
bon across forehead, 13” tall, and a 
fine parian head with some lustre 
ribbons in hair, 14” tall, leather 
hands, went for $100 in one lot. A

up the audience gasped and the ex- 
citement mounted. The bids went in 
less than 10 minutes from $25 opener 
bid, up to $290. The trunk was a bit 
dilapidated and showed the effects 
of several trips around the world! 

Two New England toys, girls rid- 
ing 3-wheel tricycles, in fine condi- 
tion, and a circus wagon with a 
clown riding, a musical tinkle given 
out by the drum, drawn by two iron 
horses, probably made by Schoenhut, 
toy manufacturer 
(top right) were next sold. 4 
china doll, fully dressed, on a base 
with supporting “tower”, when 
wound up, jumped rope furiously. 
This caused quite a bit of comment, 
and was quickly run up over $100. 
A man in a 12” tin boat, rowed 
frantically, when wound up with a 
key.

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BUTTONS 


AND HERALDRY 


By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


The more one has to do with But- 
tons, the more one realizes their 
close relationship to other hobbies 
and interests, — Heraldry, in this 
case. The accompanying illustration 
shows how Heraldic buttons may be 
displayed in conjunction with a 
coat-of-arms. I don’t know whether 
or not such an arrangement would 
find favor with the College of Arms 
and other authorities who interpret 
and direct the laws of Heraldry. But 
it does make a dignified and attrac- 
tive decoration and I see nothing 
wrong about it, as long as the but- 
tons bear the same device as the 
shield or crest shown. 


The arms illustrated are those of 
the Foster Family, which traces its 
descent from Anacher, the Great 
Forester of Flanders (d. 837 A.D.) 
They are thus described, in heraldic 
terms: Argent, a chevron vert be- 
tween three bugle horns stringed 
gules. Crest: an arm in armor em- 
bowered, holding in the hand a bro- 
ken tilting spear. Motto: Si fractus 
fortis—“If broken, still strong.” An 
alternative motto, Sequor Agnum 
(“I follow the Lamb”) implies Christ, 
the Lamb of God, and probably re- 
lates to the Third Crusade, when Sir 
John Forster accompanied King 
Richard I of England to Palestine, 





and won honors at the Siege of Acre 
(1191) for which he was granted 
the right to bear a chevron vert on 
his shield. 


The Livery buttons are convex gilt, 
and were worn by an employee of 
the late Giraud Foster, of Lenox, 
Mass. 

Like Buttons, Heraldry can be a 
fascinating study. And while we are 
often reminded that the Age of 
Chivalry 1s past, many people retain 
an interest in heraldry, genealogy 
and related subjects. Psychologists 
might explain this as a subconscious 
longing for the pageantry of the 
past; a yearning for the color and 
heroics of medieval times which no 
indoctrinations in democracy can 
wholly destroy. I am no _ psychol- 
ogist, but it seems to me that there 
are rather obvious reasons for an 
interest in genealogy and _ heraldry. 
For one thing, it is pleasant to know 
something about one’s ancestors: it 
creates a sense of continuity and a 
companionable feeling. History 
means more when we know of a 
definite ancestor who took part in 
some famous event. It is only hu- 
man nature to take pride in one’s 
ancestors and their exploits. 


Of course, such pride can be car- 
ried too far—like everything else. 


But today, we live under the 
threat of State—even World — So- 
cialism, in which the individual is 
totally submerged and lost. A con- 
tinued interest in genealogy and her- 
aldry is very desirable, if it keeps 
us in touch with history and helps 
to strengthen the identity and self- 
respect of the individual. It is only 
through knowledge of the Past that 
we can prepare for the Future; it 
is only through recognition of the 
individual that we can keep our so- 
ciety and our civilization free.

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ON TIME 


The Clocks of Yesteryear 


By SILVIO A. BEDINI 


The writers of collectors’ hand- 
books and of horological histories 
too often forget that the common or 
garden variety of clock collector can 
neither find nor afford the Willards 
and Terrys and other aristocrats of 
time-pieces produced in America. He 
is perfectly satisfied instead with 
those clocks that are more abundant- 
ly available to the average collector. 

Among the clocks most commonly 
encountered in the shops of antiques 
dealers are the time-pieces produced 
to look like the fine French man- 
tel clocks imported in such great 
quantities during the 19th Century. 
All types were made, including the 
gilt ormolu, black and colored mar- 
bles, and chiseled bronzes. 

American mass production gener- 
ously improved on the originals by 
the addition of extra ornamentation 
to the point where the quality and 
taste of the imported items lent im- 
petus to the development of the 
garish and tasteless. However, many 
of the more reserved American 
adaptations are widely collected. 

A particularly fine example of the 
American product is illustrated in an 
advertisement of the American Clock 
Co., which appeared in 1868 in one 
of the popular periodicals. The ad- 
vertisement, which is reproduced 
here, informed the reader that: 

“We respectfully call attention 

to the fine imitation bronze, 

marble and gilt Mantel Clocks, 
manufactured by SETH THOM- 

AS’ Sons & Co. They are fully 

equal to the French Clocks in 

every respect, and can be fur- 
nished at Lower Prices. The 
movements are made upon the 

French plan, have steel pinions, 

are finely finished, and warrant- 

ed good time-keepers. They 
strike the Hours and Half 

Hours.” 


The period during which the mass 
made cast bronze clock was made 
can be said to have extended from 
the end of the Civil War to the

early 1880s. Some examples were 
made as early as 1850 and 1855, 
but only to a limited extent. These 
clocks were produced almost exclu- 
sively by Connecticut companies, 
among the most prominent of which 
were the firms of Seth Thomas, In- 
graham, Ansonia, and New Haven. 

The cast metal cases were mass- 
produced in molds and were distin- 
guished by heterogeneous over-dec- 
oration. Floral motifs were combined 
with cartouches, drapery, Roman 
feet, and other elements generously 
assembled on the principle of quan- 
tity rather than quality. A figure 
was perched atop the case, or leaned 
casually against a box or drum 
which enclosed the dial plate. 

The figure varied from a shepherd, 
a boy, a fisherman, or a sailor, to 
the representation of any one of 
countless famous personalities, from 
Dante, or Shakespeare, to Washing- 
ton, and ranged into the field of the 
classics from the Three Graces to 
the Three Fates. An occasional in- 
spired time-piece might be especially 
distinguished by the figure of a rab- 
bit or a horse. Naked cherubs ap- 
pear to have been particularly in de- 
mand. 

The methods of production, and 
the degree, and type of decoration 
of these time-pieces symbolized “the 
age of cut-rate culture” which was 
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then in its zenith. They are tangible 
evidences of the tastes of the times. 

The clocks ranged in height from 
15 to 20 inches, with occasional 
mammoth compositions of greater 
girth and height. Most examples had 
eight-day movements with hour and 
half hour strike. The finish was 
painted on and the gilt shared the 
market equally with the more re- 
served bronze finish. 

Probably the most important whole- 
sale distributor of the clocks of this 
type was the American Clock Com- 
pany at No. 8 Courtlandt Street in 
New York City. It advertised itself 
as sole agent and dealer “in every 
variety of American clocks.” The 
firm was an outgrowth of what may 
have been one of the first cartels 
in the American clockmaking indus- 
try. 

In 1849 almost a dozen of the fore- 
most firms that produced clocks were 
combined in Bristol, Conn., under the 
name of the Conn. Protective Clock 
Company. The group was described 
as a big dealer in clocks, which had 
opened a large depository in New 
York City for the sale of its prod- 
ucts. This depository was known as 
The American Clock Co., and was 


advertised as having a factory in 
Bristol which produced 80,000 clocks 
a year. 

The American Clock Co. continued 
in business into the 1880s. During 
the several decades of its existence 
a number of other clock manufac- 
turers were added to its distribution 
list. 

For instance, the Bristol Brass & 
Clock Co., made the firm its distrib- 
uting agent for New York sales from 
1857. In 1859, two years later, the 
American Clock Co. advertised that 
the firm then consisted of E. N. 
Welch of Forestville, Conn., and the 
New Haven Clock Co. (the out- 
growth of the Chauncey Jerome en- 
terprise). 

The clocks of Seth Thomas’ Sons 
& Co. were first distributed in about 
1868, The advertisement reproduced 
here may have been the first an- 
nouncement of this arrangement. 

In the same year the American 
Clock Co., opened an office in Chi- 
cago at 115 Lake Street, as noted in 
this advertisement. Within a decade 
a second Chicago office was added 
at 172 State Street. Offices in Phila- 
delphia and San Francisco became 
necessary after 1880. 


“Antiques at Auction” 


By L. W. SLAUGHTER 
Part III 


For some time now I have been 
pointing up the hazards involved in 
the appraisal of antiques and parti- 
cularly the fact that auction sale 
prices, without careful study and in- 
terpretation, can often be misleading. 

In the first two parts of this series 
I have recorded the sale prices of a 
rather select group of old clocks at 
an auction sale this year in Pennsyl- 
vania. In almost all instances these 
prices were high, and in some cases 
above the present established values 
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of the items in question. When I 
say that the prices were above the 
present established values, I am well 
aware of the fact that I have stated 
previously there is no such thing as 
a firmly established value for an- 
tiques. What I really mean is that 
the prices were above those obtained 
for similar items at other auction 
sales within the past two or three 
years. 

In this article, I propose to cover 
some highlights of an auction sale 
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held in New York City in April of 
1958. At this particular sale, prices 
were very much on the low side for 
reasons which I am unable to de- 
termine. 

By presenting the two extremes, 
one sale at which prices were ex- 
ceptionally high and another at 
which prices were depressingly low, 
I am not trying to strike an aver- 
age. am, instead, presenting 
graphic proof that auction sale 
prices, as such, should not be ac- 
cepted as a firm and final valuation 
of any item. 

The New York City Sale issued 
a rather impressive catalog and was 
given the usus] publicity. The fol- 
lowing is quoted from the front cover 
of the catalog: “OVER 250 AN- 
TIQUE AND 50 MODERN CLOCKS 
from United States, England, France, 
Germany, Switzerland, Austria, Hol- 
land, Spain, Japan, and Sweden.” The 
usual exhibition before the sale was 
provided for, that is, an opportunity 
to examine at leisure. 

I must make it clear that I did 
not attend this sale, and consequently 
must rely entirely on the catalog for 
description and cond:t’on. Some of 
the items, from the record of the 
sale, and picked at random, are as 
follows: 

No. 81 Swiss. Calendar Watch. 
Has 5 dials, 6 hands: seconds, mi- 
nutes, hours, day of week, day of 
month, and month of yeav. 2%” 
diameter. In running condition. This 
watch is similar to one illustrated 


on page 285 of October, 1954, 
NAWCC Bulletin. The sale price 
was $15. 


No. 32 American. Watch by Am- 
erican Waltham Watch Co. “Safety 
Pinion” movement No. 12109444 in 
silverode case. Case, dial, and hands 
in excellent condition. Mainspring 
broken. The sale price was $3. 

No. 33 French. Antique Calendar 
Watch. Verge movement, incomplete, 
by Robert & Courvoisier.. Mounted 
in stand. 6%” high. The sale price 
was $7. 
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No. 39 French. Louis XV Style 
Brass Clock, skilfully detailed. Ro- 
man numeral dial is in 12 individual 
porcelained pieces. Has heavy 8-day 
movement which strikes on deep- 
toned gong. Completely recondi- 
tioned and in running order. 34” 
high, including conforming brass 
base. The sale price was $37.50. 
Illustration No. 3 shows the type. 

No. 42 American. Boston Clock 
Company Clock. Brass and beveled 
glass case with 8-day striking move- 
ment. Interesting feature of this 
clock is the tandem arrangement of 
mainspring barrels which allows both 
to be wound from one arbor. 9%” 
high. Running. Price was $11. 

No. 43 French. Gilt Figured Man- 
tel Clock in 17th century motif; ca- 
valier, with knife in hand, on horse- 
back, and with hunting dog, is about 
to slaughter a deer.

A new observation tower is to be 
constructed in the Great Smoky 
Mountain National Park.

28 feet in diameter. Leading up to 
the tower will be a graded spiral 
ramp, 6 feet wide and 375 feet long. 
This tower will be the highest view- 
point on the 2000 mile Appalachian 
Trail.

The Springfield, Mass., Art Mu- 
seum’s new building was opened Oc- 
tober 5, 1958. The building is cou- 
structed of steel and concrete blocks 
and is of modern design. Its most 
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striking feature is a hyperbolic pa- 
rabaloid wood roof. Harold A. Casey 
& Associates of Springfield were the 
architects. The museum has offices, 
a school wing, lecture room, art gal- 
leries for permanent and temporary 
exhibitions, an historical gallery: work 
shops and storage. The- museum is 
a municipally supported institution 
and cost $126,000 to build. The muse- 
um’s opening featured two exhibits, 
“American Primitive Paintings from 
the Edgar William and _ Bernice 
Chrysler Garbisch Collection” by spe- 
cial permission of the Nationa] Gal- 
lery of Art and the Galerie St. 
Etienne and “The African Scene,” 
photographs by Weldon King. Harry 
C. Jensen is chairman of the board 
and Kenneth M. Shuck is Director of 


the Museum.

The annual meeting of the Board 
of Commissioners of the Rochester 
N.Y., Museum of Arts & Sciences was 
held January 5, 1959. Dr. John R. 
Williams was re-elected chairman of 
the Municipal Museum Commission 
for his 23rd consecutive term. Hon- 
orable James P. B. Duffy was re- 
appointed a Commissioner by City 
Manager Robert P. Aex for a term 
of five years and he was also re- 
elected vice-chairman by the Board 
of Commissioners. 

Director W. Stephen Thomas, in 
his summary of his annual report for 
1958 reported an increase in atten- 
dance of 7,745 over the previous 
year. Attendance for 1958 was 
164,742. Mr. Thomas pointed out 
that future plans for the museum are 
to create a great science center with 
a planetarium, auditorium, industrial 
building and science laboratories for

The Philadelphia Museum of Art 
opened a decorative arts wing on 
November 22. It consists of fifteen 
galleries of rare Americana which 
the museum has acquired over a per- 
iod of years. To enter the new wing 
one passes through a courtyard of 
sculpture by William Rush, first na- 
tive born American sculptor. There 
are two large rooms containing 18th 
century furniture. Six galleries con- 
tain Pennsylvania Dutch Arts, a re- 
cent gift from Mr. Titus C. Geesey. 
Also on display are porcelain and sil- 
ver. 
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Lincolniana 


at New York Historical Society 


Lincoln’s 150th birthday year is be- 
ing celebrated by the New York His- 
torical Society with an exhibition of 
Lincolniana including everything but 
split rails. The sesquicentennial 
show, consisting of materials from 
the Society’s collections, opened Feb- 
ruary 12. 

Portraits included are an oil of 
President Lincoln by William E. 
Marshall and a group portrait of the 
White House family—the President, 
his wife, Mary Todd Lincoln, and 
their sons, William, Robert and 
“Tad.” The family group was paint- 
ed in 1865 by Francis B. Carpenter. 
Later engravings made from this oil 
hung in many American parlors. 

Lincoln in New York City is repres- 
ented by an engraving of an election 
speech at Cooper Institute (now 
Cooper Union) in February, 1860. 

Large, colorful campaign posters 
from the 1864 presidential election, 
in which Lincoln and Andrew John- 
son defeated George B. McClellan, 
are also on display, as are kerchiefs, 
door knockers and lanterns from 
election campaigns. Devastating po- 
litical caricatures of Lincoln are fea- 
tured, such as the Currier & Ives 
engravings of “Honest Abe Taking 
Thers on the Half Shell,” which re- 
fers to the campaign of 1860, in 
which Lincoln defeated divided 
Northern and Southern Democrats. 
Other political material from the So- 
ciety’s collections to be included will 
be campaign buttons and badges. 


Notes in the President’s own hand- 
writing, penned during the Civil War 
years, are also of interest. High- 
lighting these are a note of admo- 
nition to General George B. McClel- 
lan and another to a colleague men- 
tioning that Norfolk, Va., had been 
captured and that the ironclad ship 
Merrimac had been blown up by Con- 
federate forces to prevent her cap- 
ture by the Yankees. 


Elaborate decorated copies of the 
Emancipation Proclamation, which 
freed the slaves of the rebelling ter- 
ritories from January 1, 1863 and 
an engraving—reportedly of the cab- 
inet meeting at which the document 
was signed—are also on display. 
Represented in the engraving, after 
an oil by Carpenter, are Secretaries, 
Edwin P, Stanton, Salmon P. Chase, 
William H. Seward, Montgomery 
Blair and Edward Bates. 

Commemorating the assassination 
of Lincoln by Jchn Wilkes Booth on 
April 14, 1865 is an engraving of 
the scene and a program of the play, 
“Our American Cousin,” which Lin- 
coln was attending at Ford’s Thea- 
tre, Washington. “Let the stain of 
innocent blood be removed from the 
land by the arrest and punishment 


of the murderers. All good citizens 
are exhorted to aid public justice on 
this occasion,” reads a reward pos- 
ter offering $100,000 for the capture 
of Booth. 

Other Lincoln memorabilia _ in- 
cludes a gold headed walking cane 
used by President Lincoln as well as 
a bronze life mask by Leonard W. 
Volk and a bronze cast of Lincoln’s 
right hand by the same artist. 

The Lincoln sesquicentennial ex- 
hibition will be on display through 
the month of July. The museum is 
open to the public, admission free, 
daily, except Mondays, from one to 
five P.M., and on Saturday from 10 
A.M. to five P.M.

The Los Angeles County Museum 
will administer the ranch of the late 
silent film star, William S. Hart, at 
Newhall, Calif. The ranch and home 
is to become a public park and mu- 
seum. 18 works of the famous west- 
ern artist, Charles M. Russell, close 
friend of the actor, will be included 
in the museum collection. John Dew- 
ar is curator of the Hart ranch.

RENAISSANCE 
JEWELS 


A selection of 100 rare jewels of 
the Renaissance period from the pri- 
vate collection of Martin J. Desmoni 
will be on display at the M. H. de 
Young Memorial Muzeum until June 
1. The exhibit opened on Jan. 6. Mr. 
Desmoni, a resident of Bronxville, 
New York, and a lawyer by profes- 
sion, has long been a connoisseur 
and collector in many fields. In the 
catalog prepared by Dr. Yvonne 
Hackenbroch, Dr. Walter Heil, Di- 
rector of the Museum, states that, 
“Such collections are living proof of 
the pleasure and rewards of collect- 
ing, and through their example, pro- 
vide inspiration to others.” 

The display well illustrates the 
love of luxury and splendor in per- 
sonal adornment which character- 
ized Renaissance Europe, Not only

are rare and costly. materials used— 
diamonds, rubies, emeralds, pearls, 
and richly worked and enameled gold 
—but even more remarkable is the 
imaginative way in which these ma- 
terials have been combined and skil- 
fully manipulated by the goldsmith. 
In fact, at that time the art and 
craftsmanship of the goldsmith was 
more highly valued than the mate- 
rial worth of the precious metals and 
gems with which he worked. Indeed, 
the goldsmith occupied a position of 
great significance during the Renais- 
sance, as his workshop was the school 
of many who were later to distin- 
guish themselves in the arts of paint- 
ing, sculpture and architecture. 

The collection represents the work 
of Italian, German, French, Span- 
ish, Dutch and English goldsmiths 
and besides many magnificent pen- 
dants, includes necklaces, cameos, 
medals, amulets and rings as well as 
a group of three charming poman- 
ders and several ornamental vases 


and cups of agate and rock crystal. 
Among the pendants, which are 
both devotional and secular in theme, 
one of the finest, of 16th century 
German workmanship, represents 
Venus and Amor in enameled gold 
in a setting of scrolled arabesques 
set with rubies, emeralds and pen- 
dant pearls. Even the reverse of this 
pendant, as was often the case, is 
richly worked and enameled. There 
are several so-called “Nef” pendants 
in the form of ships inspired by an 
age of daring feats of navigation. 
One of these pendants represents a 
ship whose sails and hull are studded 
with seed ‘pearls; another’s hull is 
of coral mounted in enameled gold. 
There are several jewels incorpor- 
ating “baroque” pearls—large pearls 
of irregular shape — whose forms 
suggest fanciful figures which are 
completed by the goldsmith in rich- 
ly contrasting materials. One such 
piece is a pendant, also of German 
workmanship which represents a mer-

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maid emerging from a double head- 
ed monster, the body of the mermaid 
partly formed by a baroque pearl 
and the rest created of enameled 
gold and gems. A mid-sixteenth cen- 
tury Italian enseigne or hat badge, 
also classical in subject, represents 
Marcus Curtius, mounted on a white 
horse, as he leaps into a flaming 
chasm suggested by a large pearl. 

Among the devotional pieces is a 
16th century pendant representing 
the Adoration of the Magi in high 
relief against a painted enamel back- 
ground. The reverse, also of German 
workmanship, shows the Adoration 
of the Shepherds in painted enamel 
of slightly later date. 

Perhaps the finest piece in the col- 
lection is an arm band, attributed to 
Benvenuto Cellini, consisting of elab- 
orately scrolled cartouche shaped 
links alternately set with diamonds 
and pearls. The fineness of the chas- 
ing of the gold cartouches and the 
delicacy of the enameled settings to- 
gether with the great size of the 
pearls make this piece evidently the 
work of a goldsmith of the first 
rank. 

In describing the art of the Ren- 
aissance goldsmith, Graeme Keith, 
de Young Museum Curator of Dec- 
orative Arts, in the foreword to the 
catalog, wrote: “Even when work- 
ing after the design of another, the 
Renaissance goldsmith had, as_ it 
were, to translate the design into 
another medium, a sculptural me- 
dium rich in color and light. The 
piece was virtually recreated and in 
this recreation lay the charm of the 
finished jewel.”

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SILVER & OTHER METALS 
Chinese Painted Enamels 


Enameling has been described by 
one authority as the “master art 
craft of the world.” When this han- 
dicraft—a glass-like glazing fused to 
a metallic surface—is skilfully ap- 
plied, the finished works are known 
as “enamels.” 

Because this art was introduced 
from abroad, enamels painted on 
copper are commonly known to the 
Chinese as yang tz’u (foreign porce- 
lain). The Western collector and con- 
noisseur recognize them as “Can-

ton enamels,” as much of the work 
was done in Canton. The more rare 
extant pieces, however, were pro- 
duced in Peking. 

During the reign of the Emperor 
K’ang Hsi (1662-1722), Limoges 
enamels were introduced by French 
missionaries. Chinese craftsmen cop- 
ied these artistic works, applying 
the same method used by the Limo- 
ges craftsmen and in making Batter- 
sea enamels in England.

carefully covered with opaque glaz- 
ing—usually white. After the base 
coat had dried, enamel colors could 
be added in the same manner as in 
painting a picture. 

Delicate patterns were painted in 
the famille verte, famille jaune and 
famille noire enamels, according to 
the predominating green, yellow or 
black of the decorative design. The 
famille rose colors, including shades 
of pink and carmine—derived from 
gold—became popular during the 
eighteenth century. Floral motifs 
mingled with birds and butterflies. 
Scenes from Chinese legends and 
mythology were portrayed with sub- 
tle accuracy. 


This method of painting on copper 
became a cultured craft. Canton 
enamelware was soon more to be 
desired in the West than it was in 
China. Not only did the Chinese con- 
sider copper less important than 
porcelain—they thought of this work 
as a foreign art, and refused to 
give it wide recognition as a handi- 
craft of their country. Even in Can- 
ton it did not remain popular. Ex- 
cept for filling the European orders, 
there was little interest in “foreign 
porcelain.” 


From 1685 to 1719 the enamelers 
of Canton produced for export—with 
strict observance of promises—ar- 
morial table services of rare ele- 
gance. They applied their skills to 
objects of porcelain as well as cop- 
per. Typical tea services include both 
materials in the same set. A ewer 
for hot water and a teapot enameled 
on copper would be accomnanied by 
a milk jug, sugar bowl and tea cups 
exquisitely enameled on eggshell por- 
celain. 


Certain craftsmen were commis- 
sioned to create enamels of special 
significance for the Court of Louis 
XIV. Thee orders were delivered by 
ships of the Dutch East India Com- 
panies to England, France, Holland 
and other European countries. 


Chinese copies of European en- 
gravings and tapestries are not un- 
common on Canton enamels. Com- 
missions were also received from cli- 
ents in India, Persia and other coun- 
tries of western and southern Asia. 
Excellent examples of exemplary 
works have been exhibited in the Vic- 
toria and Albert Museum. A mag- 
nificent oblong salver of Chinese 
style and workmanship measures 
more than three feet in length. It is 
bordered by an Armenian inscrip- 
tion and is dated 1776. 


Another museum specimen, a per- 
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fume sprinkler of Persian shape, is 
richly enameled in the Chinese man- 
ner with floral sprays, foliated bands, 
and ornamental scrolls. It doubtless 
was made for one of the countries 
of central or western Asia, where 
sprinklers of this kind are used to 
contain rose water. This perfume 
dispenser is 11 inches’ high, four 
inches in diameter. 

In addition to the export ware, a 
finer form of painted enamel was 
made in Peking. In pure Chinese 
taste, varied schemes, including land- 
scape panels, were expertly executed 
for the Imperial Court. The Emperor 
Ch’ien Lung, inspired by their beau- 
ty, inscribed poems of praise on 
some of the panels. 

In spite of their Imperial encour- 
agement, few Chinese showed any 
warmth of feeling for the “foreign 
porcelains.” Those Chinese collec- 
tors who did regard with wonder the 
worth of painted enamels, made it 
possible for fine specimens of this 
art to be studied. To those people 
go thoughts of high esteem for the 
choice examples of Chinese painted 
enamels in Western art museums 
and private collections. 

The Emperor K’ang Hsi founded 
an academy for applied arts in Pek- 
ing. In this private school, metal- 
work, lacquering, enameling on, met- 
tal, and other handicrafts were at 
the height of fame and fachion for 
more than a century. Perhaps the 
most outstanding works of this dec- 
orative art were produced in the pal- 
ace workshops of Peking. Unrivaled 
excellence distinguished those pre- 
cise “Peking enamels.” 

The painted enamel wine-pot shown 
here was made in Peking during the 
last Chinese reign which was artis- 
tically productive—that of the Em- 
peror Ch’ien Lung (1786-1795 A.D.). 
During his reign the. minor arts 
flourished. Of square section with in- 
dented corners, the wine-pot has a 
gold upright handle and gold-tipped 
cover. It is partially decorated with 
the famille verte enamels. The bro- 
caded patterns of floral scrolls are 
interrupted on the four sides by

Historical mechanical banks are 
always of great interest and as we 
reach No. 73 in the numerical classi- 
fication of the mechanical banks we 
have chosen a bank that well rep- 
resents a period of our history. The 
bank is the Tank And Cannon and it 
represents two lethal items of World 
War I. This bank and possibly the 
Called Out Bank (HOBBIES, Octo- 
ber, 1955) are the only known me- 
chanical banks with a World War I 
theme. There are, of course, other 
mechanical banks that employed the 
theme of a specific war as their sub- 
ject matter. One was the U.S. And 
Spain Bank (HOBBIES, June, 1954) 
which had its connection with the 
Spanish-American War, and anoth- 
er is the Octagonal Fort Bank (HOB- 
BIES, August, 1954) which is a 
Civil War Commemorative item. 


The Tank And Cannon Bank was 
patented May 4, 1920 by Robert 
Eastwood Starkie and Nellie Star- 
kie of Burnley, Lancaster, England. 
Their application was filed May 12, 
1919. The bank as actually manu- 
factured closely follows the descrip- 
tive matter contained in the patent 
papers along with the accompany- 
ing diagram. So far the actual con- 
cern that made the bank is unknown 
and this may well remain so. The 
writer has spent considerable time 
on research on the Starkie’s but to 
little avail. While we have knowledge 
of various banks that the Starkie’s 
patented so far no information has 
been available as to any concern in 
England who actually made _ the 
banks. The Tank And Cannon Bank 
was unquestionably made in Eng- 
land and protected in this Country 
by the patent papers previously men- 
tioned. 


The bank shown is in good condi- 
tion and was: obtained through the 
help of Frank Ball of Cambridge, 
Mass. He, of course, is the well 
known dean of dealers in mechan- 
ical banks and toys. Mr. Ball ob- 
tained the bank through a party who 
had originally found it in England. 
The paint is in pretty fair condi- 
tion and it is simply an overall sil- 
ver type paint. The bank is inclined 
to be a little crude in its construc- 
tion as compared with the standards 
of those made in our Country. It is 
quite heavy and the castings are 
rather thick. It’s likely that cireum- 
stances surrounding the time and 
place of manufacture were a factor, 
however, a number of the English 
banks seem to have been produced 
with less care than was used in the 
manufacture of the American made 
banks. 


To operate the bank a coin is 
placed on the flat surface end of 
the barrel of the cannon after the 
plunger firing mechanism is pulled 
back. Upon releasing the plunger the 
coin is fired into the tank. There is 
no coin trap and the coins can be re- 
moved only by taking off one side of 
the tank which is held in place by 
a screw. Both the cannon and the 
tank are somewhat adjustable so that 
the firing of the coin can be more 
or less a matter of skill. This is ac- 
complished by means of adjusting 
the respective screws that hold the 
tank and cannon in place on the base. 


Previously it was mentioned that 
the Tank And Cannon and possibly 
the Called Out Bank were the only 
mechanical banks to commemorate 
World War I. It might be well to 
point out that another patent was 
issued on a mechanical bank that 
would come into the World War I

category. On February 17, 1920, 
Chester A. Herle of Rochester, N. 
Y., patented a bank that represent- 
ed Uncle Sam knocking out the Kai- 
ser. This was to have a chute-like 
arrangement whereby the weight of 
the coin tripped the lever which 
caused Uncle Sam’s arm to punch 
the Kaiser in the jaw. The head of 
the Kaiser in turn fell back. No ex- 
amples of this bank have ever been 
found, however, and it is doubtful 
that it was ever manufactured. 


In summing up, the Tank And 
Cannon Bank is a very interesting 
example of a historical English bank 
and so far there are only two or 
possibly three known to have been 
found to date.

I had thought, 
however, that many collectors were 
beginning to appreciate the superior 
design and construction of the Euro- 
pean clock. 

The catalog of this sale and the 
subsequent report of prices realized 
have been given a wide circulation 
and unquestionably have had a de- 
pressing effect on the prices of good 
antique clocks. It will wear off, how- 
ever, in time. The price trend of 
good antiques is, inevitably, upward. 
I predict that the general trend will 
continue for a long time to come.

Color woodcuts depicting Japanese 
landscapes by Ando Hiroshige, 1797- 
1858, were recently at the M. H. de 
Young Memorial Museum, San Fran- 
cisco. The prints are the property 
of Mr. and Mrs. Edwin Grabhorn, 
of San Francisco. 


Hiroshige was born in Tokyo and 
began his art training at the age 
of 14. Though he was admitted as 
a pupil by Toyohiro he learned large- 
ly through his observations of na- 
ture. By 1831 his individual style 
had developed and in 1833-34 he 
produced his first series of prints 
known as the Fifty-Three Stations 
of the Tokaido which were scenes 
along the highway from Tokyo to 
Kyoto. This series was followed by 
Sixty-Five Stations of the Kisokaido 
in collaboration with Eisen. In his 
eight views of Lake Biwa he followed 
a custom of adopting original sub- 
jects of Chinese poetry and ascrib- 
ing them to various picturesque 
scenes in Japan. 


Among his other sets are views of 
sixty provinces, famous localities of 
Edo, and of the Tama River. One 
hundred views of Edo (which be- 
came Tokyo in 1868) was his last 
series and is vertical. 


He was particularly successful in 
flower and bird prints and his love 
of poetry induced the poems which 
are included in nearly all these sub- 
jects. 


The color woodcut required the 
skill of the artist, the engraver and 
the printer. The quality of the print- 
ing often determined whether the 
print would be a mediocre work of 
art or one of artistic merit. 


Hiroshige has always been widely 
appreciated in the West and with 
his older contemporary Hokusai has

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THE PARTS OF A BELL 


Antique dealers offering bells in 
their advertisements frequently de- 
scribe the decorations or measure- 
ments in terms of the bell’s different 


parts. Informed collectors can better 
visualize the description if they know 
the standard terminology used. 


Beginning at the bottom there is 
the “mouth” of the bell, the opening 
where the clapper hangs; the bot- 
tom edge is called the “lip” of the 
bell; and directly above are bands or 
grooves called “bead lines’; just 
above these is the thick rim or ‘“‘sound 
bow,” where the clapper strikes; 
above that is the “waist,’”’ sometimes 
also called the “skirt”; then comes 
the “shoulder”; the part above the 
angle of the shoulder is known as 
the “crown”, and to the highest part 
of the crown the loops or “cannons” 
are fixed. On small bells a handle 
replaces. the “cannons.” 


A GLOSSARY OF BELL TERMS 


Apostle bell: correctly applied to 
replicas of the bell in St. Peter’s 
Cathedral, with the twelve Apostles 
in relief around the base of the bell; 
no inscriptions of any kind. 


Bell-metal: a combination of met- 
als resulting in a bell tone; although 
proportions vary slightly, each bell- 
maker having his own exact formu- 
la, an accepted one consists of four 
or five times as much copper as tin, 
with sometimes a little lead and zinc 
added. 


Carillon: a musical instrument 
with fixed bells numbering 23 or 
more and always chromatic in scafe, 
embracing both white and _ black 
keys. 


Chime: a term used indiscrim- 
inately to denote any kind of tune- 
playing bells; used in its proper 
sense, it means a set of stationary 
bells 3 to 15 in number and diatonic 
in scale, embracing only the white 
keys. 


Crotal: any of several types of 
spherical bells with slit opening and 
a rolling pellet inside rather than 
a swinging clapper. 


zar Kolokol: often called the 
King of Bells: the great bell of Mos- 
cow, which stands today in the 
Kremlin as one of the largest bells 
ever cast. 


Evangelist bell: an altar bell bear- 
ing Latin names of the four Evan- 
gelists and the symbols associated 
with each; sometimes incorrectly 
called an Apostle bell.

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Handbell: any call bell designea 
to be held in the hand and rung, as 
opposed to either mechanical or 
— bells designed to be mount- 
ed. 


Hum note: the lowest of the sev- 
eral tones given off by every perfect- 
ly tuned bell; sometimes a full oc- 
tave below the main or strike tone. 


Jacquermarts: the jacks or fig- 
ures which stand beside certain 
quaint old tower clock bells and au- 
tomatically hammer out the time on 
the bell at regular intervals. 


Nodder: a bell made in the image 
of some figure, either animal or hu- 
man; and one on which the figure’s 
head is cast separately and so at- 
tached to a heavy clapper that the 
head nods when the bell is picked 
up and rung. 


Ormolu bell: a favorite type of 
elaborate 19th century French tap 
bell, usually on a soapstone base; 
the ornate brass mounting for the 
bell is in ormolu work, giving the 
appearance of gold. 


Peal of bells: differing from a 
chime in that the bells are mounted 
to be swung or pealed in a full cir- 
cle, the clappers striking alternately 
on opposite sides of the bell; hung 
in heed of 5 to 15 bells, diatonic in 
seale. 


Renaissance bell: one of genuine 
Renaissance workmanship, dating 
from the Medieval days. 


Replica: with reference to bells, 
a small and exact copy of any world- 
famous bell; the Kaiser bell in Co- 
logne Cathedral, the Apostle bell in 
St. Peter’s, the Czar Kolokol in Mos- 
cow, the Great Bell of Kyoto, and 
our Liberty Bell... these and many 
others have been reproduced in small 
replicas.

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Ring of bells: any set of bells 
tuned in definite relation to each oth- 
er; may be either stationary or 
swinging. 

Sanctus bell: the same as the Sac- 
ring or Holy bell; a special altar bell 
originally rung to call attention to 
the most important parts of the Mass 
in the Catholic church. 


Tap bell: aform of bell popular in 
Victorian days; sounded by tapping 
a depressable button which connects 
with the bell’s clapper. 


Tintinnabulum: a term reserved 
for classifying the tiniest of bells; 
little costume bells, for example. 


Thill bells: synonymous with shaft 
bells; those sets of three or four 
sleigh bells supported by a metal 
band to fasten on the shafts of the 
sleigh; used usually in pairs, but 
difficult nowadays to _ locate’ in 
matched pairs. 


Twirler: a form of bell popular in 
Victorian days and similar to the 
Tap bell in appearance; rung by 
twirling or twisting a knob on top 
of the bell. 


Wind bell: a lightweight bell de- 
signed to ring whenever the breeze 
moves it; may be of metal, china or 
glass, usually with a pendant clap- 
per to catch the wind.

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OLD VEHICLES 


Miniature Antique Car Rally 


A collection of 27 miniature an- 
tique autos — including “the World’s 
First Real Automobile”—were placed 
on exhibition recently at The New- 
York Historical Society, Central 
Park West and 77th Street, New 
York City. 

The tiny cars cover a period from 
1877 to 1914 and were made by Mr. 
Jack Sturman of New York City. 
Exact replicas, the autos range in 
size from four to seven inches in 
length and average three inches in 
height. They are the gift of the 
maker. 

A model of the first internal com- 
bustion motor automobile, dating 
from 1877 and invented by George 
B. Seldon of Rochester, N. Y., high- 
lights the collection. Although his 
patent model was unsuccessful, Mr. 
Seldon collected royalties on future 
autos until he was defeated in a later 
lawsuit by Henry Ford. 

The “Buggyaut,” an 1893 Duryea, 
considered the first successful auto 
is also included. A patent granted 
in 1895 listed the design as “the 
World’s First Real Automobile.” P. 
T. Barnum, king of Early American 
showmen, became interested in the 
new auto and booked the 1896 Du- 
ryea for the season, including it in 
his popular circus street parades and 
even in the three ring show! 

The first autos were little more 
than buggies equipped with motors. 


They were not fitted with a top, 
windshield, horn, or a searchlight; 
and garages were non-existent. All 
servicing was done by blacksmiths 
or in buggy shops, and it was often 
necessary to borrow parts from some 
autos to equip others. 


The majority of cars at this time 
were known as. “one lungers” and 
cranked from the side, having a one 
cylinder gasoline motor placed be- 
neath the driver’s seat. These were 
first displayed to the public en masse 
at Madison Square Garden in 1900 
at the first automobile show, in which 
seventeen manufacturers displayed 
their autos. By 1904, more than 150 
manufacturers were represented in 
the show. 

By 1901 the total number of cars 
in use in the United States was about 
5,000, while in 1904 there were ten 
times that number. Up until 1905 
all automobiles were open, but in 
that year sedans or closed cars put 
in their first appearance. Prices for 
early autos ranged from $1,300 for 
a 1903 Stevens-Duryea to $650 for 
an Oldsmobile runabout. 

As is the case today, sportier open 
cars were very popular in the infan- 
cy of the auto industry. Important 
in the collection are models of the 
1909 Stanley Steamer, a 1911 Buick 
Bug, a 1911 Maxwell, a 1913 Mercer 
Raceabout and a 1914 Stutz Bearcat.

A carton with five Chinese theatre 
dolls, and other miscellaneous toys 
closed the bidding. A beautiful pair 
of china head dolls, one in lace over 
light blue wool, leather hands, 
straw hat, circa 1860, the other simi- 
lar but with flat-top hair do, were 
among two of the prettier dolls sold. 
(Second row, left). The photo on 
the right (second row) shows a group 
of papier mache dolls, from 5” to 
15” tall, and a toy. The lower row, 
left, shows a group of five large 
china dolls, of desirable quality, 
from 6” to 16” tall, fully dressed. 
Collectors will easily identify the dif- 
ferent types. Thus a fine collection, 
long cherished by one owner, passed 
in less than an hour and a half, to 
many new homes where they will 
be loved by new owners. Chinese 
porcelains, ivories, furniture, paint- 
ings and bronzes, and other furniture, 
completed the afternoon session of 
the sale. The doll collection alone 
brought a total of $5,765.50.

The earliest piece of furniture believed to have furnished the dec- 


made in America that can be as- 
signed to a maker because it is 
marked is a carved oak chest made 
by Nicholas Disbrowe of Hartford, 
Conn. On the back of the lower draw- 
er is the inscription “Mary Allyns 
Chistt Cutte and. Joyned by Nich: 
Disbrowe.” 

Mary Allyn for whom the chest 
was made was the daughter of Col. 
John Allyn, Secretary of the Colony. 
She was born in Hartford in 1657 
and died in 1724. Disbrowe died in 
1683 and it is believed that this 
chest was made shortly before his 
death, probably about 1680. 

The decorative treatment of this 
oaken chest with its front stiles and 
rails profusely carved with a con- 
tinuous undulating vine bearing clus- 
ters of tulips and curving leafage, is 
quite unlike anything found before 
this time, and even though it differs 
in several particulars from the stand- 
ard Hadley chests made by the Al- 
lises, the Beldings and John Taylor 
of Hatfield, Mass.; John Hawkes of 
Hatfield and Deerfield, Mass.; and 
John Pease of Enfield, Conn., it was

orative motif for these chests until 
the discovery near Boston in 1931 
of the R E B chest. (Luther’s No. 
15).* The R E B chest by its struc- 
ture and history seems to be some- 
what older than the Disbrowe. 

Some have questioned the authen- 
ticity of the inscription on the Mary 
Allyn chest since Nicholas Disbrowe 
could not write. Any known docu- 
ments signed by him bear his mark 
rather than a signature. It has been 
noted, however, that the lettering 
on the chest corresponds closely to 
the handwriting of Mary’s father, a 
most methodical man. In accordance 
with our knowledge of his habits, it 
would have been entirely in charac- 
ter for him to mark the chest made 
for his daughter in this manner. Un- 
til it has been proved that the in- 
scription is not authentic, we can 
but accept it as indicating that the 
chest was made by Disbrowe. 


Also presumed to have been made 
by Disbrowe is the so-called Wesle- 
yan Wainscot Chair in the Olin 
Memorial Library, Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, Middletown, Conn. In 1657 John 
Winthrop, Jr., son and namesake of 
the Governor of Massachusetts Bay 
Colony, was elected Governor of 
Connecticut. Three years later he 
went to England and in 1662 re- 
turned with the very liberal Connec- 
ticut Charter given the Colony by 
King Charles II. It is believed that 
Disbrowe made this beautiful Wain- 
scot chair to be used by Governor 
Winthrop during the ceremonies 
which accompanied the reception of 
the Charter. It has been owned by 
Wesleyan University since 1836. 
Across the top of the back of this 
chair of American oak is a series 
of gouges, so finished as to resemble 
an arcade. The lower rail of the 
back and the upper rail of the un- 
der part are cut in a rope design. 
Originally there were a cresting and 
finials at the top, now missing. 


What do we know about Nicholas 
Disbrowe? All too little. He was born 
at Walden, Essex, England, in 1612- 
13. His father was a joiner. There 
is no record of his arrival in Amer- 
ica. It is known, however, that he 
came to Hartford with Thomas 
Hooker and nis “living church,” a 
group of about one hundred men, 
women and children, which left the 
“New Towne,” (Cambridge), Mass., 
on May 31, 1636, arriving at the 
new settlement in Connecticut about 
two weeks later. Disbrowe shared 
in the allotment of land given these 
early families “by courtesie of ye 
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town” which was recorded on Jan- 
uary 7, 1639. He fought in the Pe- 
quot War of 1637 near the settle- 
ment and was voted fifty acres of 
land by the town on May 11, 1671, 
for this service. 

His shop was in his house at the 
north end of Burr St., now Main. 
Evidently his cabinetmaking did not 
occupy his entire time in those early 
years because for various periods 
from 1647 to 1669 he was elected 
“chimney viewer.” In 1640, Disbrowe 
married Mary Bronson. In 1660 he 
was voted permission by the town to 
build a shop “on ye highway next 
his fence 16 Foote Square.” He died 
in 1683. 

At the Yale University Art Gal- 
lery, at the Rhode Island School of 
Design, Providence, and at the Met- 
ropolitan Museum of Art, New York 
City, are chests thought to have been 
made by Disbrowe. These were shown 
at the Wadsworth Atheneum, Hart- 
ford, in 1935 at the time of the three 
hundredth anniversary. (See catalog 
“Three Centuries of Connecticut 
— 1635-1935, Nos. 17, 18, 

9). 

The inventory of Disbrowe’s es- 
tate is on file at the State Library, 
Hartford. One studies its faded writ- 
ing and its yellowed paper and wish- 
es it could tell us more than its mere 
listing of “Seven chessells, passer 
bitts and gimblets; a parsell of small 
tools and two payer compasses,” ete.

he was sometimes called either “Un- 
cle Billy” or just “Mr. Jones.” He 
was also Reese Jones on Edison and 
Willy Jones on some of the cheaper 
brands. Pathe-Actuelle was particu- 
larly set on giving him different 
names, which beside those already 
mentioned included Dennis O’Malley, 
William Rees, Melvin Strong and 
Carlton Williams. 

- Jones was William Reese on Bruns- 
wick and Victor Roberts on Victor, 
and names he used on Regal, Banner 
and other “off-brands,” included 
Bertram Smith, Bob Thompson, Joe 
White (not to be confused with Jo- 
seph M. White, “the Silver-Masked 
Tenor”), Billy West, William West 
and Frank Williams. I formerly 
thought he was “Howard Lewis,” 
who sang “Yes, We Have No Ba- 
nanas” on the Black Swan records 
made by a Negro company, but the 
“Bananas” singer was really Arthur 
Hall. Jones’ Edison record of “Yes, 
We—” included amusing impersona- 
tions of a Greek fruit seller and an 
English food store “clark.” 

Hare appeared as Wallace Daniels 
on Actuelle records. For that same 
label and others with Pathe affilia- 
tions he was also Arthur Grant, 
Robert Judson and Frank Mann. On 
children’s records he was known as 
“Uncle Ernest” and “Mr. Hare” and, 
like Jones, he was sometimes called 
“David Harris” on National Music 
Lovers. He was Henry Jones on Re- 
gal records (the name obviously was 
borrowed from his famous imperson- 
ation of the Negro “Henry Jones” 
character), and on_ miscellaneous 
brands he was Curt Phillips, “Radio 
Joe,” Ernie Spencer, Bob Thomas, 
John Thomas, and _ Allen Turner 
(again, not to be confused with the 
English baritone, Alan Turner.) Roy 
Roberts on Edison has already been 
mentioned. Brunswick even issued 
a record, “Santa Claus Hides in the 
Phonograph,” in ,which he is identi- 
fied on the label, for the children’s 
benefit, as Santa Claus himself. 
However, the words, “Ernest Hare,” 
appear parenthetically in smaller 
type. For Edison, Hare made a re- 
cord of “Santa Claus Proves There 
is a Santa Claus,” and Jones teamed 
up on the other side with Steve 
Porter in an excellent version of 
Steve’s famous comic sketch, “Christ- 
mas Morning at Clancy’s.” Jones 
and Porter did several comic sketches 
for off-brands, and Hare assisted 
Byron G. Harlan in an Okeh record 


of Cal Stewart’s original skit, “Uncle” 


Josh at the Dentist’s.” 

As a team, Jones and Hare were 
called “Reed and Griffin” on Silver- 
tone records, Jones and Harrold on 
Moonshine, and “The Romeo Boys” 
on Romeo discs. Their accompanist, 
Dave Kaplan, seldom had liberties 
taken with his name but on a Silver- 
tone record he is changed to “Dave 
Landis. ” Hare was only occasionally 


given a chance to show the full range 
of his basso profundo, but he took 
advantage of the opportunity in two 
Edison records — 


an old minstrel 


number, “A Bullfrog Am No Night- 
ingale” and the standard nautical 
display piece, “Bells of the Sea.” 

Even after Jones and Hare ceased 
to be the Happiness Boys on the 
air and were sponsored by Inter- 
woven Socks, they were still called 
the Happiness Boys on records. Vic- 
tor always catalogued them by the 
team name with their individual iden- 
tities being given in parentheses, but 
other companies laid more emphasis 
on Jones and Hare as individual per- 
sonalities and subordinated their ra- 
dio affiliation. 

Perhaps before closing this dis- 
cussion of assumed names I should 
mention that Hare’s daughter, Mari- 
lyn, told Quentin Riggs of Oklahoma 
City that her father made records un- 
der the alias of “Hobo Jack” Turner. 
However I believe the young lady is 
mistaken. “Hobo Jack” was John 
C. Turner, a well-known folk singer 
at various Western radio stations. He 
died nine years ago in Denver. His 
deep voice had a quality much like 
Hare’s, and Marilyn probably heard 
some of his records and took them to 
be by her father. Listening closely 
to the Turner records, one detects 
a Western accent whereas Ernie 
Hare’s voice never entirely lost a 
trace of the pronunciation of his na- 
tive Virginia.

Summary and Conclusion 


In conclusion we list alphabetic- 
ally with a short definition the words 
we've been illustrating in recent 
months. In order to make this listing 
as complete as possible a number of 
words will be listed which were not 
part of the language “lessons” but 
are encountered in the literature. 


AIR RING - A circular elongated bubble 
encircling a weight near its base - 
usually above or below a torsade. Pop- 
ular with Baccarat or St. Louis. Also 
called ‘‘air coil’? and “air twist.” 

BASE - The very bottom of a weight. 

BASKET - (1) A spiral latticinio ground 
which has been pulled down in the 
center to resemble a basket. (2) A 
sheath of smooth canes enveloping the 
design in a millefiori weight. Popular 
with Clichy. 

BOUQUET - As opposed to a single 
flower or a flower with buds, a bou- 
quet consists of several flowers, nat- 
ural or stylized. 

BOUQUET de MARIAGE - See Tuft. 

BROKEN CANDY - See Candy. 

CAMEO - See Sulphide. 

CANDY - A common type of colorful 
weight made up of irregular pieces or 
fragments of canes and filigree jum- 
bled together at random. Also called 
“scrambled” or “‘broken candy.” 

CANB - See Florette. 

CARPET GROUND - See Ground. 

CHEQUER - A _ scattered millefiori 
weight in which the individual set ups 
are separated by short sections of white 
or colored filigree twists. 

CHOUFLEUR - See Ground. 

CIRCLET - A small circle of florettes. 

CLOSE MILLEFIORI - A _ design in 
which a multitude of florettes of dif- 
ferent structure are closely compacted 
to form the design. The classic form 
for a true millefiori, sometimes called 
‘*pell-mell.”” 

CLUSTER - A small complex of flor- 
ettes, symetrically arranged. 

COIL - See Torsade. 

COLORED GROUND - See Ground. 

CONCENTRIC - Circles of florettes ar- 
ranged one within another around a 
common center. 

CROWN - The clear metal which sur- 
mounts the design. 

CROWN WEIGHT - A weight in which 
twisted ribbons radiate from a central 
florette on rosette in the crown and 
come together at the base. 

CRYSTAL GROUND - See Ground. 

CRYSTALLO-CERAMIE - See Sulphide. 

CUSHION - See Ground. 

CUTTING - A form of external decora- 
tion performed with abrasives and a 
wheel. 

DESIGN - The internal decoration. 

DOUBLE OVERLAY - See Overlay. 

ENCASED OVERLAY - See Overlay. 

FACET - A form of cutting - usually in 
the form of a flat, plane surface. 

FILIGREE - Fine threads of opaque 
white or color formed in twists and 
used as elements and ground. See also 
Muslin. 

FLASH - A thin coating of color usually 
on the base. 

FLEURETTE - The French version of 
Florette. 

FLORETTE - An Italian word meaning 
“little flower.’’ In cross sections it is 
usually geometric in design, but may 
have silhouettes of flowers, birds, ani- 
mals or people. All the little pieces 
used in Millefiori weights are flor- 
ettes. Sometimes called ‘“canes’’ or 
“set-ups.” 

FLUTE - A form of cutting in the form 

of a groove. Usually vertical.

FOOTED - A weight which hasa flange 
for a base, the flange being integral, 
is said to be footed. 

GARLAND - A continuous chain of flor- 
ettes other than a circle. Also in some 
flower weights, the bouquets are in 
the form of a garland. 

GAUZE - See Ground. 

GRAVEL - See Ground. 

GRID CUTTING - A form of cutting 
found on the base, consisting of pol- 
ished grooves at right angles. Also 
called ‘‘hob-nail’ and ‘‘strawberry.” 

GROUND - That portion of the weight 
on which the interior design rests. 
Sometimes called Cushion. 

Carpet Ground - A ground of close- 
ly compacted canes of identical design. 
Choufleur - A form of carpet ground, 
where the canes are identical in de- 
sign but instead of being closely 
compacted are clustered. The name 
means “cauliflower’’ and the arrange- 
ment quite resembles a _ cauliflower 
head. 

Colored Ground - An opaque color 
such as turquoise, milk white, etc. 
Crystal Ground - Just clear glass. 


Gauze Ground - Another name for 
Muslin. 
Gravel Ground - An arrangement of 


relatively coarse particles of opaque 
colored glass. Sometimes called pebble. 
Jasper Ground - Similar to gravel 
except finer particles. 

= Ground - Another name for Mus- 
in. 

Latticinio Ground - A system of 
opaque threads which radiate from 
the center in parabolic curves and, at 
the periphery, bend back, forming a 
pleasing lattice. 


Moss Ground - A rare green moss- 
like ground. 
Muslin Ground - A lovely ethereal 


ground of short sections of white fili- 
gree twists. 
Rock Ground - A brown - grey - green 
ground used by Baccarat. Resembles 
a mineral. Also called ‘‘Sand.”’ 
Sand Ground - See Rock Ground. 
Spiral Latticinio - See Latticinio. 
Star Dust- A carpet ground, the canes 
being shaped like stars. 
HOB NAIL - See Grid cutting. 
HONEYCOMB - A cane used by Bacca- 
rat which resembles the cells of a 
honeycomb. Always turquoise and 


white: : 

INTERTWINED GARLAND - A garland 
of two or more types of florettes which 
intertwine one with the other. 

JASPER - See Ground. 

LACE - See Ground. 

LATTICINIO - See Ground. 

MACEDOINE - Actually any scrambled 
weight. By useage a scrambled weight 
consisting principally of filigree. 

MAGNUM - A weight over 3%” in di- 
ameter. 

MARKING - A signature, initial or other 
mark which would definitely establish 
attribution. 

METAL - The glass used to encase the 


esign. 

MILLEFIORI - A decorative motif in 
which florettes are the principal ele- 
ment. Means “thousand flowers.”” An 
Italian derivitive. 

MILLEFLEUR - The French version of 
Millefiori. 

MINIATURE - A small weight under 2” 
diameter. ° 

MOSS - See Ground. 

MOTIF - The internal design. 

MUSHROOM - Where the design has a 
slender stem and a flaring top. See 
also Tuft. 

MUSLIN - See Ground. 

OVERLAY - A weight, the clear glass 
of which has been coated with a layer 
of colored glass, is called an overlay. 


“Windows” are ground in the over- 
laid layer to reveal the interior design. 
The applied color may be either opaque 
or translucent. 


Double Overlay - Consists of two 
colors such as milk white and tur- 
quoise. 


Encased Overlay - A weight which 
has been overlaid and after the win- 
dows have been ground in, has been 
coated all over with a layer of clear 
crystal glass. Very rare. 

Single Overlay - Consists of only one 
layer of colored glass, which is usually 
translucent. 

Triple Overlay - Three colors being 


used. 
PANELLED - Where the design has 
been divided into symmetrical seg- 


ments. 

PANELLED ROSETTE - A design in 
which wedge shaped segments are 
formed of clusters of identical canes. 

PASTRY MOULD - A cane which flares 
at the base. 

PEBBLE - See Ground. 

PEDESTAL - A weight which is mount- 
ed on a stand or pedestal. 

PELL-MELL - Another name for close 
Millefiori. 

PIEDOUCHE - A form of pedestal which 
is somewhat squat. 

PINCHBECK - A weight the motif of 
which is metal in repousse. The metal 
has the appearance of gold. It is an 
alloy of copper and zinc, invented by 
Christopher Pinchbeck, a watchmaker 
of London of the mid-eighteenth cen- 


tury. 

PRINTY - A circular concave cutting 
in the outer surface. 

PUNTY - Another name for Printy. 

RADIATING CHEQUER - See Chequer. 

RELIEF - Where the principal design 
is molded in relief on top of the weight. 

RIBBON - A flat, twisted, colored cane, 
sometimes coiled around within the 
base also used as the decorative ele- 
ments in crown weight. 

ROCK - See Ground. 

ROD - A single, slender monochrome 
element of a cane. 

ROSETTE - A cluster of florettes. 

SCATTERED MILLEFIORI - Individual 
canes rather evenly distributed over 
the ground with intervening spaces. 

SCRAMBLED - See Candy. 

SET UP - Short section of cane or flor- 
ette used in the design of Millefiori 
weights. 

SILHOUETTE - A cane having a figure 
in silhouette in the cross section. 

SPIRAL - See Torsade. 

SPIRAL LATTICINIO - See Ground. 

STAR CUT - A multi-pointed star cut 
in the base. 

STAR DUST - See Ground. 

STRAWBERRY CUTTING - See Grid 
cutting. 

SULPHIDE - A ceramic cameo or me- 
dallion encased in crystal glass. Some- 
times called crystallo-ceramic or cameo. 

SURROUND - See Torsade. 

SWIRL - In which rods of different al- 
ternating colors radiate in parobolic 
curves from a single florette in the 
center, 

THUMBPRINT - A form of broad flute- 
like cutting. 

TORSADE - A rope-like twist encircling 
the base of the design, usually in 
mushroom or tuft weights. Also called 
Coil, Surround, Spiral, etc. 

TUFT - A mushroom-like design of 
close Millefiori sometimes called Bou- 
quet De Mariage. 

WINDOW - An aperture ground through 
the colored outer layer of an overlay 
to permit viewing the interior design.

Old-Time Glassworkers 
Reunion in Kokomo, 
April 12 


KOKOMO, Ind.—Old-time workers 
who helped make the fabulous choc- 
olate and golden agate glasses at 
Greentown, Ind., just before the turn 
of the century, will congregate in 
Kokomo, Sunday, April 12, for a 
glassworkers “reunion.” This event, 
which will be a part of a program 
and meeting of the Howard County 
Historical Society, will be open to 
the public and is expected to attract 
fanciers of Greentown glass from 
several states. 


The feature of the program, which 
is in charge of W. Spencer Huff- 
man, vice president of the Society, 
will be a talk, “Greentown’s Glory,” 
by Eugene R. Bock, Anderson news- 
paperman, illustrated by some 200 
slides in color of the Greentown 
plant’s widely-known product. 


The so-called Greentown Glass was 
made by the Indiana Tumbler and 
Goblet Company in Greentown be- 
tween June, 1894, and the day the 
plant burned in June, 1908. The 
factory first was operated by D. C. 
Jenkins and other members of his 
family, then about the year 1900 
became a part of the National Glass 
Company. The Jenkins family later 
came to Kokomo and resumed glass 
operations in a plant of its own. 


Although the Greentown establish- 
ment produced an almost unbeliev- 
able quantity and variety of glass, 
during the nine years of its exist- 
ence, it is best remembered for its 
unique chocolate glass, known to 
collectors the world over as “caramel 
slag,” and the golden agate, more 
familiarly known as “holly amber.” 
Both glasses came from formulae de- 
vised by Jacob Rosenthal, who came 
to Greentown after the plant joined 
the National Glass trust. So the 
story goes, these two varieties of 
glass were manufactured only at 
Greentown and have defied all at- 
tempts at reproduction. 


Mr. Bock has succeeded, during a 
decade of effort, in locating and 
photographing all but two or three 
of the known Greentown “novelty” 
pieces, as well as examples of all of 
the recognized patterns and “Green- 
town colors,” and these are included 
in the show. 


The Howard County Historical So- 
ciety’s museum in the eourthouse at 
Kokomo will be open at noon. Mr. 
Bock’s talk is scheduled at 2:30 
p-m., central standard time, in the 
Memorial Room of the courthouse. 
Following the talk, there will be a 
reception in the museum honoring 
the former workers of the Greentown 
plant. A number of local collectors 
will display some of their Green- 
town glass.

NEWS 
FROM 
WASHINGTON 


The Post Office Department will 
issue a special stamp in the 4-cent 
denomination on April 4, 1959, at 
Washington, D. C., during the three- 
day NaTo meeting to be held there, 
beginning April 2, 1959. The new 
stamp will honor the tenth anniver- 
sary of the signing of the North At- 
lantic Treaty, binding fifteen nations 
“to safeguard the freedom, common 
heritage and civilization of their peo- 
ple, founded on the principles of 
democracy, individual liberty and the 
rule of law,” according to Postmas- 
ter General Arthur E. Summerfield. 

A proposal by the Government of 
France that NATO member nations 
issue one or more stamps to mark 
this significant anniversary was 
strongly supported by the United 
States Department of State. 

The North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization (NATO) came into being 
when the Treaty was signed in 
Washington, D. C., on April 4, 1949, 
and the meeting opening in Wash- 
ington on April 2 is the first held 
in the United States since January 
6, 1950. 

Initial signatories, including the 
United States, were Canada, the 
United Kingdom, France, Italy, The 
Netherlands, Iceland, Portugal, Bel- 
gium, Luxembourg, Norway and Den- 
mark, Joining later were Western 
Germany, Greece and Turkey, 

Details as to design and color will 
be announced shortly. 

The United States released a 3- 
cent NATO commemorative stamp on 
April 4, 1952, marking the third an- 
niversary of the signing of the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. The 
design featured hands holding aloft 
a Torch of Liberty and a Globe, with 
the inscription “Peace - Strength - 
Freedom.” This was an _ unlimited 
printing, with a final total of 
2,899,580,000, second cnly to the 2- 
cent Washington Bicentennial com- 
memorative of 1932 (4,222,198,300). 


—)—- 


Three stamps were removed from 
sale at the Philatelic Sales Agency, 
Post Office Department, Washington 
25, D. C., as of the close of business 
January 30, 1959. The oldest, from 
the point of availability, was the 25- 
cent “Presidential” regular issue of 
1938, portraying William McKinley. 
The others were commemoratives— 
the 3-cent Alexander Hamilton Bi- 
centennial and the American Insti- 
tute of Architects Centennial, both 
placed on sale early in 1957. 


A new record for air mail first 
day covers was set January 3, 1959, 
when the 7-cent Alaska Statehood 
commemorative air mail stamp was 
placed on sale at Juneau. The final 
total covers canceled was 489,752, 
according to Postmaster General Ar- 
thur E. Summerfield. 

Sales of the new stamp on Jan- 
uary 8 were 753,571, with a value of 
$52,749.97. The previous high was 
in 1949, when the 6-cent Alexandria 
Bicentennial air mail was released 
at Alexandria, Va. The total num- 
ber of first-day covers canceled on 
that occasion was 386,717.

A special slogan cancellation was 
placed in use February 5, 1959, at 
Harrisonburg, Va., reading “Madi- 
son College 50th Anniversary.” It 
will continue in use through Aug. 5, 
1959. Westport, Conn., is utilizing 
a special cancellation Feb. 10 through 
Dec. 31, 1959, reading “All Amer- 
ican City Westport, Connecticut.”

Cancellations have been authorized 
for Oxford, Ohio, and will be used 
throughout the year. It reads “150 
Years of Growth and Service Miami 
University, founded 1809.” 

Others will be in use through June 
30, 1959. One, at Farmville, Va., is 
to read “Longwood College Seventy- 
five Years of Teacher Education.” 
The other, at Lincoln, Nebr., will 
read “Lincoln Tower of the Plains 
1859 Centennial 1959.”

Charles R. Chickering modeled the 
forthcoming 4-cent Lincoln Sesqui- 
centennial commemorative stamp, fol- 
lowing a design by Ervine Metzl. The 
engraving was done by Charles A. 
Brooks (vignette) and George L. Hu- 
ber (signature, lettering, and nu- 
meral). 

This stamp, to be released May 
30, 1959, at Washington, D. C., fea- 
tures an etching of a part of the 
statue in the Lincoln Memorial by 
Fritz Busse. 





FLORIDA FEDERATION OF 
STAMP CLUBS MEMBERS 
CHECK POSSIBILITIES IN 

LIGHTNER MUSEUM EXHIBIT 


A very commendable and much ap- 
preciated gesture toward the Light- 
ner Museum of Hobbies is under con- 
sideration by the Florida Federa- 
tion of Stamp Clubs. 

The Federation’s president, Mrs. 
J. H. Shollenberger of Holly Hill, 
Fla., contacted the Museum manage- 
ment with the suggestion that a 
number of their philatelists had vis- 
ited the attraction in St. Augustine 
and came: away with the impression 
that the stamp exhibit contained 
most interesting material but its pre- 
sentation could be greatly improved 
by experienced hands; and_ the 
group’s president was requested by 
them to investigate the possibilities 
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of making it a better display, possi- 
bly as a working project for them. 

The Museum’s director-general 
manager, Cecil Zinkan, eagerly ac- 
cepted the opportunity and welcomed 
a personal visit by Mrs. Shollenber- 
ger and vice president Doris Hur- 
nie of Jacksonville, Fla. 

It was explained to the ladies that 
such gestures of experienced inter- 
est and cooperation were most wel- 
come and the Museum staff would 
be only too glad to put into prac- 
tical form the ideas they might ad- 
vance toward presenting the display 
in the manner that would be pleas- 
ing and satisfactory to all philatel- 
ists. It was added that such interest 
of all specialized groups is encour- 
aged by the Museum management 
because it is through them that the 
displays can be presented as they 
expect them to be. Obviously the Mu- 
seum cannot have a staff large 
enough to provide a_ personnel 
equipped with background experi- 
ence in the thousands of exhibits in 
the Lightner Museum of Hobbies; 
but through the knowledge, interest 
and efforts of various collectors’ 
groups the displays can be offered 
in an interesting and formal manner. 

A cursory examination of the 
stamp collection revealed many of 
great significance and the visiting 
ladies were quite enthused with the 
possibilities of the exhibit. President 
Shollenberger and Miss Hurnie both 
expressed satisfaction with the vari- 
ous methods of cooperation that 
would be furnished by the Museum 
staff; and it is now their intention 
to present the project for the con- 
sideration of the full membership or 
the Florida Federation at their com- 
ing state meeting.

The disclosure is made in the Jan- 
uary issue of the American Philatel- 
ist, APS monthly journal. Robert W. 
Murch of St. Louis, APS new issues 
committee chairman, quotes the Afri- 
can Republic’s director of posts as 
saying that such handstamps were 
never used by any postal author- 
ities in Ghana. 

The director points out that reg- 
ular overprinted stamps were imme- 
diately available on March 6, 1957; 
therefore rubber-stamped overprints 
were not needed. 

Murch reports thai letter sheets 
franked with the handstamped adhe- 
sive have been offered. In one in- 
stance, a cover was described as 
“rare” and priced at $4.75, 

Murch advises collectors to use 
“discretion” before buying such items.

Among all migrations of races in 
the centuries of world history, per- 
haps the domination of the continent 
of North America largely by Nordic 
strains of the white race is the 
strangest of all. Geographic history 
played its most elusive pranks in 
this development. 

It all seems so simple—far too 
simple. North America is simply 
west of Europe? As simple as that? 
No, the populous United States is 
west of the Mediterranean Sea, rath- 
er than west of the northern Euro- 
pean countries that settled it. West 
from northern Europe are the cold, 
bleak shores of Greenland and north- 
ern Canada. And it was “uphill” sail- 
ing against prevailing winds and 
ocean currents to reach America 
from northern Europe. 

Columbus, sailing from south Eu- 
rope drifted into the prevailing equa- 
torial winds and ocean currents and 
wound up in Central America. It was 
really the only part of America that 
was worthwhile at the time. It had 
the best products, and the only real 
native culture of the new land. Spain 
and Portugal, as the leading mari- 
time countries, took over all that they 
wanted. There was nothing left for 
the Nordics except for cold waste- 
land to the north. 

The French penetrated the lake 
region and found furs to be about 
the only product worth shipping back 
to Europe. The English went after 
furs, but also drifted down the coast 
far enough to plant a meagre colony 
in Virginia, but as their fleet in- 
creased they tried unsuccessfully to 
compete with Spain in the more val- 
uable area of Central America. 

For a hundred and fifty years 
there was a see-saw in America as 
there was in Europe. By the end 
of that time colonists pressing in- 
land over the Appalachians, into the 
Ohio country, found the major rivers 
running south, These rivers, the nat- 
ural highways of commerce, led cer- 
tainly to New Orleans, and its nat- 
ural political reflection back through 
the Louisiana Purchase. The rest, on 
to the west coast, is simple school 
book history. Geography had played 
a trump card three centuries be- 
ore. 


Petroleum, more than any one oth- 
er product, has had the greatest ef- 
fect on the history of America dur- 
ing the past hundred years. It is 
just 100 years since the first Amer- 
ican oil well came in at Titusville, 
Pa., in 1859. 

Before kerosene the whale oil 
lamps competed with the increasing 
supply of tallow for illumination. The 
Betty lamp and others were slowly 
losing the fight to candles. The great 
age of the tallow candle was in full 
bloom. The lighter oils of ancient 
Egypt and elsewhere had transferred 
to whale oil for the maritime west. 
They had developed the idea of the 
wick that was ready and waiting 
for the flood of kerosene to come. 

Transcontinental travel had de- 
veloped to where it had paved the 
way for an almost instantaneous 
shift to kerosene as soon as it could 
be shipped. Kerosene lamps tock over 
the country, and old candle holders 
were almost antiques before the turn 
of the century. Candles for decora- 
tion came back with electricity. They 
could not compete with kerosene for 
lighting. 

The great oil wells of the west 
blew in about the time early models 
of automobiles were perfected for ef- 
fective use of gasoline. The age of 
petroleum became the age of gasoline 
and the terrific impact of kerosene 
on American history was largely for- 
gotten, One hundred years of light- 
ing and transportation have made 
a new world. 

— 

Seven score and ten years ago 
there was brought forth in the wil- 
derness of Mid Americana a new 


- citizen, conceived in the courage and 


simplicity of the pioneer, and dedi- 
cated to the proposition that each 
must do his part with simplicity, 
courage and good humor. 

He dedicated himself to the sim- 
ple courageous tasks that those who 
had struggled before him had thus 
far so nobly advanced. 

We of today dedicate this year 
to the 150th birthday anniversary of 
Abraham Lincoln. But in a larger 
sense, we dedicate the world wide his- 
tory and legend of Abraham Lincoln 
to the American Pioneer. 


The stock market and the labor 
unions have been skipping hand in 
hand up the hill of inflation. Like 
the old grey mare, the American dol- 
lar “ain’t what it usta be.” The gov- 
ernment is trailing along up the hill 
of inflation with ever larger expenses 
and larger national debt, and serv- 
ing as whipping boy for all infla- 
tion. Do they all keep on going up 
and up this hill until the American 
dollar will have to drop off the sheer 
cliff into total collapse as the moneys 
of other countries have been col- 
lapsed? Probably not, but the end 
of the spree is not yet in sight. Price 
booms are known as “prosperity,” 
and who wants to stop such lovely 
“prosperity?”

It has been nearly seven hundred 
years since Marco Polo brought back 
from courts of the Great Khan, be- 
hind the Bamboo curtain, the idea 
of what became known as “Vene- 
tian” blinds, named after Marco Po- 
lo’s home town. He had found them 
in old Cathay as teakwood slats as 
well as the ubiquitous bamboo. The 
teakwood slat could be made from 
the building materials of Europe. 

This decade of the 50’s installed 
“Venetian”blinds in every home, of- 
fice and tenement of America. This, 
after a long history of “jalousies” 
and “shutters” in Americana. 

The French seem to have _ intro- 
duced the jalousie for both doors and 
windows to the Old South, as well 
as the French name for them. The 
jalousie crept north in Americana 
and became a “shutter” for windows 
as it crossed the Mason Dixon line. 
For north of that line it met the 
Northern European influence of 
“shutters” for the windows. For de- 
cades the green shutters on the white 
house became typical American ar- 
chitecture. 

Improved planing mills and pros- 
perity plastered late Americana with 
green shutters. With modern auto- 
matic production and assembly of 
both metals and plastics, the “shut- 
ter” and “jalousie” have climbed in- 
side the window and resumed their 
medieval name of “Venetian” blinds.

“How Far that Little Candle’’ 


NEW JERSEY—I was very pleased to 
see the article about my friend, Archie 
Bourbon in the December issue. About 
three years ago, we visited the vicinity 
of Rochester, N. Y., and just happened 
onto his shop in nearby Bergen, N. Y. 
At that time I was 12 years old, and had 
just started an association with the life 
and history of Thomas A. Edison which 
was to become quite a thing in my young 
life. 

My family and I had visited the Edison 
Museum in West Orange, N.J., which is 
quite close to where we live, but I had 
to go to Bergen, N.Y., and Mr. Bourbon’s 
Old Music Room to uncover a little 
phonograph with a brass bell horn. Ac- 
tually, I think it must have just been 
waiting for me. Since then my collection 
has grown.

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Numismatics 
The Value of a Coin 


Everybody has an interest in coins. 
Those without the slightest idea of 
becoming coin collectors, when find- 
ing an odd and unusual coin wants 
to know what it is, and secondly, 
what it is worth. First impressions 
are, that if the finder hasn’t seen a 
coin like it before, it must be rare, 
or valuable. This is seldom so, and 
is indicated by some of the inquiries 
I answer in the Coin Quiz, about 
coins that are worth very little. Real 
rare coins are seldom “found” float- 
ing around. They are either saved 
as such in collections, purchased from 
others who saved them, or handed 
down for generations by those who 
had the opportunity to secure unu- 
sual items at the time of their re- 
lease, and had the good sense to save 
them. Coins have to be perfect, and 
must be kept carefully to be valu- 
able. Recently found items are usu- 
ally worn or carelessly kept and so 
are greatly reduced in value. 

An odd find, however, is the start 
of many a coin collector’s entrance 
into the Numismatic Circle. Even 
though his coin is common and of 
little value, its unusualness prompts 
him to seek other unusual coins and 
as soon as he shows this interest — 
he’s a beginning coin collector. The 
extent to which he collects depends 
upon the extent of his interest, and 
his pocketbook. 

Coin collecting goes in cycles. The 
desire to complete a certain series 
seems to spread from one collector 
to another. Consequently we find 
certain fields or denominations ar- 
dently sought for, a period of time, 
then suddenly active interest will 
ease, and another denomination will 
be sought. Several years ago, every- 
one was hot after Commemorative 
half dollars, and they spurted up in 
value. Then after a period of time, 
interest lagged somewhat, and we 
found everyone after proof nickels, 
next, half dimes were sought and in 
each case the series sought took a 
rapid rise in value. Today every- 
body wants $1, $2.50 and $3 gold 
pieces, and these are skyrocketing in 
value. Two years ago it was United 


States proof sets. These skyrocketed - 


to record values only to drop off 
somewhat as the peak of interest 
lagged. What will the collector go 
for next? Only time will tell. 
The one denomination that never 
seems to waver much is the famous 
one-cent piece. Interest never lags 
in these. Their record shows a 
steady climb in values throughout 
the years. The coining of the new 
reverse on the Lincoln cents, the 


Lincoln Memorial, will certainly in- 
crease interest in this popular de- 
nomination. This is the first change

in design in our cents in fifty years! 

The Numismatic world has under- 
gone many changes in the last de- 
cade or so. Years ago coin collectors 
were strict individualists, and it was 
not until the latter part of the 19th 
century that some-got together and 
formed numismatic organizations. 
Their advance was slow but steady. 
Gradually we began to see local 
coin clubs being organized. Until 
1940 more and more of these ap- 
peared all over the country, until 
there were hundreds. During the 
30’s, there appeared the first re- 
gional organizations. The Central 
States Numismatic Association and 
New England Numismatic Associa- 
tion were two of the earliest. These 
regional associations are made up by 
the clubs and coin collectors in their 
territory. Local coin clubs usually 
meet once or twice a month. The 
regional associations meet either once 
or twice a year. Their conventions 
are second only to the annual con- 
vention of the American Numismatic 
Association, the national and parent 
organization of all numismatics. 
While I have only mentioned two 
of the earliest regional organizations 
there are many more, each serving 
their respective territories. We have 
the Michigan State Numismatic As- 
sociation, the Penn-Ohio Numismatic 
Association for Ohio and western 
Pennsylvania, the Empire State Nu- 
mismatic Association for New York 
State, the Metropolitan Numismatic 
Association for the combined clubs 
of New York City and environs, the 
Middle Atlantic Numismatic Associa- 
tion for the territory from Georgia 
up to New York State (the largest 
in the East). There is also the 
newly organized Florida United Nu- 
mismatists for that state. The far 
west also has many associations, 
such as the Pacific Coast Numisma- 
tic Association, the Southern Calif- 
ornia Numismatic Association and 
others. 

So today numismatists are well 
organized, with the national organi- 
zation, the regional organizations, 
the local coin clubs and then the 
collectors and dealers. The far reach- 
ing effects are reflected in the great 
increases in those interested in coin 
collecting and are fast making this 
one of the most popular hobbies in 
the United States. 

The field is unlimited. While 
choice United States coins have sky- 
rocketed in value out of reach of 
the ordinary collector’s purse, he can 
turn to series equally interesting, 
that are more reasonable, and collect 
literally thousands of coins for very 
little investment. While we dealers 
like to handle rarities and high

valued coins, the VALUE of one’s 
coin collection should not be con- 
sidered from the true numismatic 
viewpoint. The true numismatist, 
likes his hobby for coin or coins 
themselves, not their values, and the 
study and research into unusual 
pieces is what intrigues him and 
gives him such an interesting pas- 
time. 

Fellow-would-be-collector, do not 
be dismayed by the rapidly rising 
values of U.S. coins, simply turn 
your eyes to other series and you 
can have just as much fun with your 
collection as the collector who has 
a collection worth thousands of dol- 
lars!

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NEW BACK CENT 


By HARRY BOSLEY 


After half a century, a half change 
has been made in the design of the 
Lincoln cent. 

The back half, the tail or reverse 
side of the new Lincoln cent, shows 
the Lincoln Memorial Building in 
Washington, as viewed from the front 
entrance. Above the building is the 
motto “E Pluribus Unum,” and above 
this are the words “United States of 
America.” Below the building ap- 
pears the coin’s denomination, one 
cent. The obverse side of the coin, or 
its head, remains unchanged. 

Victor David Brenner designed the 
original Lincoln cent a half a centu- 
ry ago. Frank Gasparrao of the 
Philadelphia mint is the designer of 
the new back cent. The new cent, 
was scheduled to make its first pub- 
lic appearance on Lincoln’s birth- 
day, February 12. This is the year 
of the Lincoln sesqui-centennial ob- 
servance. 

Lincoln cents have been minted 
continuously since 1909, or a half a 
century. No type coin has been mint- 
ed longer than the Lincoln cent. This 
half change gives the old familiar 
coin a half new look. 





THE HALF-DISME COINS 
By HARRY BOSLEY 


An unknown fact to most people 
about the historical famous half-dis- 
me coins is that they were minted 
from the silverware of George Wash- 
ington. 

There was a shortage of silver at 
the mint when they first started mak- 
ing coins, so George Washington of- 
fered his own private silverware. On- 
ly several hundred of these half- 
disme coins were minted, which were 
designed by Thomas Birch. These 
coins, which are slightly smaller than 
the dime, were minted during the 
month of October, 1792, before the 
mint was completed. George Wash- 
ington could be called the father of 
our coinage. One of these rare coins 
is now on permanent display at the 


Kansas City Museum, bequeathed by . 


the late Joseph W. Schmandt. 

The portrait on these half-disme 
coins is that of Martha Washington, 
our first, first lady.

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My Bookmarks

In the hospital gift shop, a friend 
found the Ten Commandments on 
three-quarter inch round metal disks, 
strung to make a golden bookmark. 
She bought it and carried it up to 
my room in the library on the fourth 
floor to the east, where for a month, 
I’d been watching the sunrise each 
morning, remembering Thoreau’s 
lovely line: 


“Nature doth have 
her dawn each day.” 


The Ten Commandments glow like 
a sunrise though for a minute I 
thought they were a bracelet as I 
opened the shining gold box having 
a pink rose outlined on the front 
cover and the back with the legend: 


“It’s an Original! 
The Unusual in Little Gifts.” 


This new edition of the Ten Com- 
mandments has started me off gath- 
ering up bookmarks again. Long ago, 
I began collecting bookmarks, when 
my brother sent me a little steel 
marker, while he was in service dur- 
ing the First World War, with the 
lines; 


“?Tis but a simple marker 

But your place ’twill always keep 
And mark the page where you left off 
When you—dozed off—to sleep.” 


Fortunately, I still have that book- 
mark, though I’d taken a lot of my 
collection to the library for an ex- 
hibit. These, all inadvertently, were 
discarded when I was cleaning out 
cupboards. They were in a box and 
I had a janitor helping me. Through 
misunderstanding, that box got with 
the material to be sold for old paper. 
I missed it the next day and asked 
the men about it, hut the paper had 
already gone. 

It will be hard to replace some of 
the old bookmarks. Where can I find 
a broad white satin ribbon with in- 
signia at the top, used as a marker 
in a Masonic history? Originally, it 
was probably a badge at a conven- 
tion. Will it be possible to get again 
two purple ribbon bookmarks from 
old prayer books? Even a blue wa- 
tered silk bit of ribbon with diagonal 
ends may not come easily to hand, 
and the slender marker, made from 


some kind of scrim with “fadey” pink 
and yellow roses done in cross-stitch, 
will certainly be difficult to find 
again. It had a cross-stitch border 
and I used to wonder why it didn’t 
have “Forget me not” done in blue 
among the roses and leaves. 


The bookmark I most regret los- 
ing was not an antique, though they 
will be the hardest to replace; but 
I miss my mouse whenever I read 
essays or poetry. George Everett, 
my nephew, sent me that bookmark 
from Pittsburgh. When my family 
finds I’m collecting again, I can trust 
them to help me find another such 
marker by looking in all the shops 
near them. It was the most perfect 
specimen of a mouse at the end of 
a leather thong. It was a wise, quiet 
little mouse who kept the place beau- 
tifully and was soft to the touch 
when I opened the book again. I’ve 
always hoped that the box tipped 
open and the mouse dropped out 
when they were loading the paper 
into a freight car and some child 
going home from school found it and 
treasured it as I had. 

Hundreds of library bookmarks 
were unintentionally scrapped in that 
box. Graded lists, subject lists, direc- 
tory lists, publisher’s lists, national 
lists, state lists, tuberculosis seal 
lists, cancer lists, calendar lists—all 
missing. Bookmarks are a natural 
for library publicity. Our directory, 
giving hours and stops for the book- 
mobile with a few books added for 
good measure proved useful and our 
Newbery Medal bookmark started a 
series of such lists published that 
way. 

When there were ten or a dozen 
Newbery Medal titles of the best 
books for children, one chosen each 
year by the children’s librarians of 
the country from 1922 to date, I de- 
cided to make a bookmark of au- 
thors, titles and dates. I had cuts 
made of both sides of the medal and 
the bookmarks went like hot cakes 
in our library. Every child who came 
in wanted one, teachers were inter- 
ested and sometimes parents came 
to borrow “the best books.” 

Instead of printing a new book- 
mark the next year with one title 
added, I wrote to Gaylord Bros. in 
Syracuse, N. Y., who published lists 
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for libraries at that time, sent them 
a copy of our list and asked them if 
they would like to buy our cuts as 
I realized they could print mcre eco- 
nomically than we and reach a wider 
clientele. Evidently the halftones 
weren’t exactly what they wanted be- 
cause they had an artist make line 
drawings of the medal. Now the 
Children’s Book Council has _ book- 
marks with the new additions all 
ready from the press on the day 
the announcement of the awards is 
made. Libraries will be giving out 
the bookmarks this year as soon after 
March 20 as the mails can get them 
to their destinations. 

One advantage of collecting book- 
marks as a hobby is that they re- 
quire little space. The advertising 
bookmarks are especially interesting. 
Some of the Christmas and Easter 
offerings are beautiful. Some folks 
use them for greeting cards. I hope, 
and undoubtedly before long, there 
will be several with “Outer Space” 
information, and eventually there 
will be “Rockets to the Moon time 
tables.”

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At Home with Thomas Jefferson 


Sir Augustus John Foster, the 
British minister in Washington, 
made a visit to the aging Thomas 
Jefferson at Monticello and his man- 
uscript account of his stay at the 
famous home is one of the most in- 
timate accounts of the daily life of 
the author of the Declaration of In- 


dependence. 
Foster, it seems, had a low opinion 
of Jefferson — the man who would 


keep a British Minister cooling his 
heels outside his office door while 
he chatted for three hours. 

Surprising to relate, he didn’t 
think Jefferson was a gentleman! — 
and being a “gentleman” according 
to the British pattern, meant a great 
deal to Sir Augustus John Foster. 

Thomas Jefferson had his bed 
placed in a doorway, and in a recess 
at the foot of the bed was a clothes- 
horse with four projecting hands on 
which hung his coats and waistcoats 
and which he could turn around with 
a long stick, a nicknack. Jefferson 
was fond of showing with other little 
mechanical inventions. One was a 
sulky on four wheels with a spring 
in the center, a very rough sort of 
carriage, but which he preferred to 
any other as having been made by 
an Irish mechanic at Monticello un- 
der his own superintendency. To 
praise this was a sure way “to pry 
him into Government favors,” ac- 
cording to Sir Foster. 

Jefferson also had an “odometer”, 
a device which was fastened on the 
axle-tree of the sulky and which 
would tell the number of miles gone 
over by the wheels. 

It was contained in a box and 
looked like a mariner’s compass. A 
blade of iron, hooked at one end, 
projected from this upon the box 
of the wheel and the hooked part, 
being moved upward with each rot- 
ary movement, each time this occur- 
red the blade gave an impulse to an 
interior small wheel, which again 
moved another, which communicated 
with a hand like the hand of a dial, 
which nointed to the number of miles 
covered. Every ten miles the ma- 
chine struck like a clock, after which 
it went its round again until a se- 
cond ten miles was completed. 

Foster reflected that in a country 
like America, it would be difficult in 
any other way to ascertain the dis- 
tances one travelled with any accur- 
acy. 

In Jefferson’s library there was a 
picture representing a battle painted 
by one of the tribe of the Missouri 
on a buffalo hide — very grotesque, 
but extremely interesting. It repre- 


sented several Indians in single com- 
bat with tomahawks or spears and 
shields, fighting on horseback. When 
a white man was intended to be re- 
presented, he was painted with the 
accompaniment of a gun and cocked 
hat. 


There was also a map of part

of the Missouri river, together with 
a couple of stone idols in a sitting 
posture. 

The family breakfast hour was at 
eight o’clock. After the breakfast, 
Mrs. Randolph and her charming 
daughters, as well as other female 
relatives, set about clearing up the 
tea trays and washing the alabaster 
lamp which Foster took to be design- 
ed as “a catch for the populace.” 

After this, Jefferson retired to his 
books and his daughter to give less- 
ons to her children, her husband to 
his farm, and the guests such as 
Foster were left to amuse themselves 
as they pleased until one o’clock — 
walking, riding or shooting. 

Jefferson took his daily ride at 
one o’clock to look at his farm and 
mill. At four o’clock dinner was 
served, and in the evening the family 
and guests walked on a wooden ter- 
race or strolled into the woods. Jef- 
ferson usually played with his grand- 
children before dusk, when tea was 
brought in, and afterwards wine and 
fruit, of which, records Foster, the 
peaches were excellent. At nine o’ 
clock Jefferson withdrew and every- 
body else did as they pleased. Mrs. 
Randolph’s son, a youth of sixteen, 
who was at school in the village of 
Milton nearby, generally came in the 
evening. According, as Foster was 
told, to a general custom among Vir- 
ginia boys, he walked into the dining 
room without shoes or stockings. 
Foster tells us that he had reason 
later on to doubt if the practice was 


so generai. Foster concluded it was 
a mere whim of the boy’s grandfa- 
ther, “so fond was he of leaving 
nature as conspicuous as possible in 
all her works.” 

Jefferson was considered a very 
bad farmer, according to Foster. His 
estate, it seemed, suffered prodi- 
giously from the tendency of the soil 
to gully, which cannot be prevented 
on hilly ground. It is very much 
promoted by the culture of Indian 
corn. The slightest track opens the 
way for a gully and a ploughshare 
dragged through a field may be the 
commencement of a chasm in which 
houses afterwards may even be 
buried. One side of the hill upon 
which Monticello then stood had been 
so disfigured in this way that Jeffer- 
son’s gardeners had been obliged to 
scatter. Scotch broom seed over it, 
which had finally succeeded at least 
in hiding the cavities. 

At Monticello Foster was present 
at some of the national sports and 
games, of which there were more in 
Virginia than in any ot: >r state the 
Englishman had visited. Horse rac- 
ing was carried very far and gave 
rise to a good deal of ‘ambling. 
Cock fighting was on the decline but 
still prevailed in scattered communi- 
ties. Quoits and ninepins were much 
in fashion. Barbecues were most 
numerously attended. A_ barbecue, 
Foster explains, is a meeting in the 


woods at which a pig is roasted 
whole. There was always a dance 
afterwards.

The study of Lincoln, the Civil 
War and his associates and contem- 
poraries continues to grow year by 
year. In addition to the Civil War 
Round Table Groups, the Lincoln 
Fellowship Groups, and the Histor- 
ical Societies, the National Lincoln- 
Civil War Council was _ officially 
founded at Lincoln Memorial Uni- 
versity on May 31-June 1, 1958. The 
purpose of this organization is most 
obvious from its title. Nearly all of 
the top-flight writers and students 
belong to this group and many of 
them attended the first meeting. 

In Springfield, Ill., my home town, 
many visitors continue to visit the 
Lincoln Home, The Lincoln Tomb, 
Lincoln’s Law Office, The Old State 
House, and nearby Lincoln’s New Sa- 
lem. The total number of persons 
visiting these shrines amounts to 
nearly two million annually. Annual 
events in Springfield include, The 
Boy Scout Pilgrimage to the Tomb, 
The American Legion Pilgrimage to 


the Tomb and The Lincoln Players 
dramatizing Lincoln in Illinois at 
— Hollow in Lincoln’s New Sa- 
em. 
While the writer has been tremen- 
dously pleased with the letters he 
has received during the last few 
years from Lincoln readers, he rea- 
lizes that his comments have been 
only thumb-nail sketches. He appre- 
ciates the comment of Ada Sutton of 
Indiana in the June, 1958, issue of 
HOBBIES. Critics should try to find 
something good in each book or arti- 
cle read. 


LINCOLNIANA OF TOMORROW 

Many of the publications in the 
process of being written did not 
reach the press in 1958 but it is 
thought that we can expect a great 
deal in 1959. The Lincoln Sesqui- 
centennial of 1959 should and will 
bring out the best from many of 
our authorities and writers.

cording to my taste, does not come 
into the first class unless it contains 
some person whom one can thorough- 
ly love, and if a pretty woman all 
the better.” 

Do these words sound as though 
they came from the pen of the man 
who wrote On the Origin of Species? 
They are indeed the words of 
Charles Darwin and they are from 
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Charles Darwin writes on November 16, 1875: “I am much obliged to you for 
your kindness in sending me the very remarkable & trustworthy case of reason in 


the dog.” 


a most candid and inspiring auto- 
biography which is especially im- 
portant this year when two Darwin 
anniversaries eccur: the 150th an- 
niversary of his birth, February 12, 
1809, and the 100th anniversary of 
the publication of On the Origin of 
Species, November 24, 1859. 

The autobiography was first pub- 
lished in The Life and Letters of 
Charles Darwin, edited by his son, 
Frances Darwin, in 1887. It had 
been titled Recollections of the De- 
velopment of my Mind and Charac- 
ter and was originally written to 
amuse the great scientist and be- 
cause he felt that it might possibly 
interest his children or his grand- 
children. 


In addition to the autobiographical 
notes, Frances Darwin included a 
sketch of the Darwin family, re- 
miniscences of Darwin by members 
of his family and his intimate 
friends, an excellent selection of let- 
ters with interesting annotations, a 
special chapter by Thomas Huxley 
titled “On the Reception of the 
‘Origin of Species’,” lists of Dar- 
win’s works, and other informative 
tables and notes. 

The Life and Letters has gone 
through many editions and is readily 
available in the second-hand book 
market. I have the two-volume Ap- 
pleton edition of 1898. I believe a 
paper-back edition was _ published 
last fall by Dover. 

In January, 1959, Darwin’s’ Re- 
collections were published in their 
entirety under the title, The Auto- 
biography of Charles Darwin, 1809- 
1882. Edited by Darwin’s grand- 
daughter, Lady Nora Barlow, and 
published by Harcourt, Brace & Co., 
The Autobiography includes _ pre- 
viously suppressed sections concern- 
ing Darwin’s views on religion and 
his comments on his contemporaries. 
Lady Barlow has also added some 
important unpublished Darwin let- 
ters and memoranda. Evidently Dar- 
win’s notes proved to be of interest 
to his grandchildren — at least to 
one of them! 

After reading the Recollections, it 
seems to me to be an oversight that 
Darwin’s autobiographical notes are 
not listed, nor even mentioned, 
among the great “confessionals.” No 
one will dispute the eternal appeal 
of Cellini, Pepys, and Boswell. But 
is there not room in this rarified 
atmosphere for a scientist? Here is 
an instance of a scientist turning 
his mind upon himself and his ex- 
periences: the same mind that had 
been so brilliantly and energetically 
devoted for many years to interpret- 
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ing the earth and its phenomena. 
The Recollections in their honesty 
and content seem to me to deserve 
a place among the important self- 
revelations of literature. 

Our concern is, however, mainly 
with Darwin’s letters. There is a 
note in the Preface to the first edi- 
tion of Frances Darwin’s book which 
should delight all collectors. 

“It will be seen how largely I am 
indebted to Sir Joseph Hooker for 
the means of illustrating my father’s 
life. The readers of these pages 
will, I think, be grateful to Sir 
Joseph for the care with which he 
has preserved his valuable collection 
of letters, and I should wish to add 
my acknowledgment of the genero- 
sity with which he has placed it at 
my disposal, and for the kindly 
encouragement given throughout my 
work.” 

Besides the letters to Sir Joseph 
Hooker there are Darwin’s letters to 
Sir Charles Lyell, Thomas H. Huxley, 
John S. Henslow, Alfred R. Wallace, 
Asa Gray — the list of correspond- 
ents would constitute a “Who’s Who 
of 19th Century Scientists.” There 
are many letters to members of his 
family included in Frances Darwin’s 
excellent selection. 

In discussing his father’s writing 
habits, Frances Darwin says that all 
letters were answered, lest it prey 
on Darwin’s conscience afterwards! 
After lunch and after reading the 
newspaper was Charles Darwin’s let- 
ter-writing time. He was very eco- 
nomical in his use of paper. Frances 
Darwin writes: 

“All the blank sheets of letters 
received were kept in a portfolio to 
be used in making notes; it was his 
respect for paper that made him 
write so much on the backs of his 
old manuscripts, and in this way, un- 
fortunately, he destroyed large parts 
of the original manuscripts of his 
books . « 2”

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The earliest letter in the edition 
which I have is dated (by its post- 
mark) September 14, 1828, and is 
written to J. M. Herbert, a Cam- 
bridge friend. The last letter is 
dated March 27, 1882, and is written 
to his staunch friend and defender, 
Thomas Huxley. 

Among the letters written during 
the voyage of the Beagle (1831- 
1836) is the following letter to his 
Cambridge professor, J. S. Henslow, 
who had recommended Darwin for 
the position of naturalist on the ex- 
pedition: 

“Rio de Janeiro 
May 18, 1832 

“My dear Henslow, 

“ |... A few days after arriving 
I started on an expedition of 150 
miles to Rio Macao, which lasted 
eighteen days. Here I first saw a 
tropical forest in all its sublime 
grandeur — nothing but the reality 
can give any idea how wonderful, 
how magnificent the scene is. 

I was to specify any one thing I 
should give the pre-eminence to the 
host of parasitical plants. Your 
engraving is exactly true, but un- 
derrates rather than exaggerates the 
luxuriance. I never experienced 
such intense delight. I formerly ad- 
mired Humboldt, I now almost adore 
him; he alone gives any notion of 
the feelings which are raised in the 
mind on first entering the Tropics. 
I am now collecting fresh-water and 
land animals; if what was told me 
in London is true, viz., that there 
are no small insects in the collections 
from the Tropics, I tell Entomolo- 
gists to look out and have their pens 
ready for describing .. . It is ex- 
ceedingly interesting observing the 
difference of genera and species 
from those which I know; it is how- 
ever much less than I had expected. 
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I am at present red-hot with spiders; 
they are very interesting, and if I 
am not mistaken I have already 
taken some new genera. I shall 
have a large box to send very soon 
to Cambridge, and with that I will 
mention some more natural history 
particulars. 

“T have just returned from a walk, 
and as a specimen, how little the 
insects are known. Noterus,  ac- 
cording to the ‘Dictionnaire Class- 
ique’, contains solely three European 
species. I in one haul of my net 
took five distinct species; is this 
not quite extraordinary?” 

It was the work and observations 

which Darwin made during this voy- 
age which determined the trends of 
the scientific studies and writings 
during the balance of his life. He 
himself said that the day the Beagle 
sailed would be a glorious day for 
“|. . my second life will then com- 
mence, and it sha!l be as a birthday 
for the rest of my life.” 
_ There are some extremely interest- 
ing letters in connection with the 
publication of Darwin’s chief work, 
On the Origin of Species, in Novem- 
ber, 1859. The book was an ab- 
stract of an abstract — which may 
explain why even Hooker found it 
difficult to read. Hooker wrote 
shortly — 

igerinrene ave not yet got half- 
through the book, not ll lb of 


will, but of time — for it is the 
very hardest book to read, to full 
profits, that I ever tried — it is so 


cram-full of matter and reasoning. 
I am all the more glad that you 
have published in this form, for the 
three volumes, unprefaced by this, 
would have choked any Naturalist 
of the nineteenth century, and cer- 
tainly have softened my brain in 
the operation of assimilating their 
contents ... it is also extremely 
clear as far as I have gone, but 
very hard to fully appreciate .. .” 

On December 14, 1859, Darwin 
wrote to Hooker: 

“Your approval of my book, for

The Czechs have recently been put- 
ting out a number of weapons books, 
in their native tongue, in German, 
and most recently in English. To be 
numbered in the last language are 
“Medieval Costume Armour and 
Weanons” by Wagner, Drobna and 
Durdik and the book we are to re- 
view here, “Swords and Daggers of 
Indonesia.” This may seem like a 
strange field of interest for collec- 
tors and enthusiasts of that country 
(Czechoslovakia), but it probably 
reprecents efforts of many who ac- 
quired them in the days it was easy 
to buy genuine weapons from this 
part of the world, e.g. 70-80 years 
ago, and it also points out the fact 
that these people traveled a good 
deal because many of those shown 
were personally collected. 


This is largely a picture book, but 
pictures of such quality both as to 
reproduction and artistic placement 
are almost never found in arms 
books, and more often in the art 
publication. These number 33 full 
pares with five of them in full color 
and covering almost as many types 
of swords and daggers. There are 
but six pages of text which explain 
the importance of the sword and dag- 
ger in Indonesia, where one is not 
considered completely dressed for 
formal occasions without his weapon, 
where there is an amazing variety 
of types some completely native to 
the country, others similar to those 
to be found in other areas in the 
nearby Pacific. The islands included 
in this Indonesia are those of Suma- 
tra, Nias, Java, Bali, Borneo and 
Celebes, each having its own special 
shape of weapon with some of these 
areas very markedly defined, with 
others overlapping; and of course, 
there are variants of these weapons 
to be found throughout the islands 
depending on workmanship, use and 
tradition. The blades vary a great 
deal in shape, in manner of manu- 
facture and to some extent in com- 
position, the hilts and guards are 
much indicative of the area from 


which they come, scabbards are to 
be found decorated with a variety 
of materials including human hair, 
plain or dyed. 


In the short textual section the 
authors supply a great deal of infor- 
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mation though unfortunately they 
provide absolutely no bibliography or 
sources of any kind. But, perhaps 
this is to be excused because their 
interest is in illustration and they 
do this so well that little more need 
be added. Each weapon is described 
in detail on the reverse side of its 
picture with history, location, dimen- 
sions, materials from which made 
and collection from which it came. 


This is truly a fine work and one 
of those rare books which are of 
interest to the weapons enthusiast, 
the book collector and lover of beau- 
tiful things. 


ENGLISH GUNS ON 
SPANISH SHIPS 


In the days of muzzle-loading can- 
non captured guns of one nation 
would be used without discrimination 
on the ships of the victor. The 
following paragraphs illustrate yet 
another source by which naval and 
other vessels were armed with enemy 
weapons — by direct purchase: 


“The iron manufacture of Sussex 
reaches its height towards the close 
of the reign of Elizabeth, when the 
trade became so prosperous that, in- 
stead of importing iron, England be- 
gan to export it in considerable 
quantities, in the shape of iron or- 
dnance. Sir Thomas Leighton and 
Sir Henry Neville had obtained pat- 
ents from the queen, which enabled 
them to send their ordnance abroad, 
the consequence of which was that 
the Spaniards were found arming 
their ships and fighting us with guns 
of our own manufacture. Sir Walter 
Raleigh, calling attention to the sub- 
ject in the House of Commons, said, 
“I am sure heretofore one ship of 
Her Maijesty’s was able to beat ten 
Spaniards, but now, by reason of our 
own ordnance, we are hardly matcht 
one to one.” Proclamations were 
issued forbidding the export of iron 
and brass ordnance, and a bill was 
brought into Parliament to put a 
stop to the trade; but, notwithstand- 
ing these prohibitions, the Sussex 
guns long continued to be smuggled 
out of the country in considerable 
numbers. “It is almost incredible,” 
says Camden, “how many guns are 
made of the iron in the county. Count 
Gondomar (the Spanish ambassador) 
well knew their goodness when he 
so often begged of King James the 
boon to export them. Though the 
King refused his sanction, it appears 
that Sir Anthony Shirley of Weston, 
an extensive iron-master, succeeded 
in forwarding to the King of Spain 
a hundred pieces of cannon.” 


pp. 59-60 INDUSTRIAL BIOGRAPHY: 
Iron Workers and Tool Makers by Sam-

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We’ve never heard this ane before, 
but under “Gunsmiths” in the fine 
little book entitled “English Town 
Crafts” by Norman Wymer, men- 
tion is made of the gunsmith Man- 
ton using horseshoe nails as raw ma- 
terial for his gun barrels. In mak- 
ing the old damascus twist barrels 
it was customary to utilize alternate 
strips of hard and tough iron which 
were welded together and wrapped 
around a mandrel while still hot. 
Manton reasoned that ductile horse- 
shoe nails, which had been tough- 
ened by the hammering received by 
their constant contact with cobble- 
stones, were more elastic than con- 
ventional iron strips. He accordingly 
welded these “end to end” and alter- 
nated these with other iron to make 
“damascus steel” barrels,

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INDIAN RELICS 


After Death 


in Prehistoric America 


It might be said facetiously that 
archaeology speaks a dead language. 
Much of its information comes from 


graves. 

The first North Americans are not 
quite a vanished people. Their skele- 
tons are resting where their survi- 
vors left them all over the continent. 
True, many, many have mouldered 
away under the chemistry and abra- 
sion of nature, but thousands remain, 

Besides the small percentage whose 
bones lie where their owners fell, 
buried under a cave-in, left on a 
field of battle or massacre, drowned, 
ete. The major part were artificially 
cared for by survivors, commonly as 
with us, buried in some kind of cem- 
etery. 

The first Americans’ funeral prac- 
tices varied in the extreme. In fact, 
we can’t talk of interment or burial, 
for one common custom was scaffold 
burial. In some cases cremation was 
the practice. 

The purposes of disposal were re- 
spect for the dead, safeguarding 
against animals, precaution against 
spirits, and—to be crude—disposal of 
human garbage. 

A few of the practices follow: 

Seaffold burial, practiced notably 
by the Plains Indians, was probably 
initiated to foil wild beasts. The safe- 
guarding of food was a precedent. 

On the Plains the unpleasant fea- 
ture of this mode of burial was off- 
set by the dissipating winds of the 
Plains and by the wealth of room 
in which to avoid odors. But in some 
areas this was a part of Indian 
life seldom referred to, probably be- 
cause of its unpleasantness. The 
Salish tribes, particularly along the 
Columbia River, and adjacent areas, 
were notable olefactory offenders in 
this respect. Incidentally, much of 
their burial was in canoes set on 
posts or in trees. The Northwest 
Coast Indians used boxes and cof- 
fins similarly. . 

In Northwestern California reg- 
ular coffins were made of slabs of 
redwood; two on either side and one 
on top. Some of these have lasted a 
hundred years owing to the slow de- 
cay of redwood. 

In stony areas, particularly lava 
areas, bodies were interred in crev- 
ices, and well covered with small 
boulders and_ stones. Sometimes, 


such graves were quite “fancy,” be- 
ing carefully lined and covered. In 
early white times horses were some-

times interred in such burial places. 

Caves were often used, but here 
folks were buried as a rule in the 
floor, since caves were good places 
to be sheltered in, and set up house- 
keeping. 

Burial in the ground are generally 
classified by archaeologists as flexed, 
prone, and supine. The characteris- 
tic flexed burial was with the knees 
under the chin and the arms folded. 
Supine burials were full length face 
up; and prone, face down. Of course, 
there were many who wound up on 
their sides and in nondescript poses. 
The average depth seems to have 
been about three feet, but it is usu- 
ally difficult to tell where the surface 
was at burial time as the soil of 
years accumulates, and, contrari- 
wise, blows off. 

The average person shudders at 
the idea of these skeletons, but they 
have been buried so long that they 
appear as dry bones no more dis- 
agreeable than dry sticks in a heap. 
Some romanticists talk of disresrect 
for the dead, sacrilege, and the like. 
But the Indians themselves were fus- 
sy only about historical burials, and 
not too fussy at that. Indications 
are that some burials were made 
right where folks would walk. This 
was, of course, good insurance that 
they wouldn’t be disturbed. 

Over a large part of California, 
burial grounds give evidence of long 
existence of a custom called the 
Mourning Ceremony. This provided 
that after a passage of time the rela- 
tives, friends, and fellow tribesmen 
would gather at a burial spot and 
give a send-off to the last batch of 
souls interred since the preceding 
ceremony. After that all the souls 
and their presents and possessions 
were gone and naught left but liter- 
ally bare bones. Thus, later on, if 
a new grave encountered some of 
these bones they were ruthlessly 
shoved aside and jumbled up on re- 
interment. 

On one occasion the author con- 
ducted some professional archaeol- 
ogists to the site of such a cere- 
mony. At the first appearance of a 
burial the scientists began to pre- 
pare a platform or plateau of earth 
and brush dirt off bones to make a 
neat archaeological picture. Soon, 
however, complications showed up in 
the form of a second burial cross- 
ways; then parts of a third, fourth, 
and fifth. Eventually, the result was a 


tangle of bones, some articulated 
others jumbled. It was a new kind of 
picture for them. 

Evidence of fire associated with 
such burials is not usually crema- 
tion—of bodies that is—but is evi- 
dence of the burning of quantities 
of porsessions at the send-off occa- 
sion. It appears that the Indians in- 
volved not only thought of sending 
the “souls” of the departed, human 
and material, but shrewdly insured 
some real grief by depriving them- 
selves of things of such personal 
value that-the loss hurt, 

The Mourning Ceremony continued 
well into the present century. The 
pioneers dubbed the places where 
they occurred as “burning grounds.” 

The general idea is that the In- 
dian’s possessions were buried with 
him. But when one finds a pipe with 
its dottle in the hands of a small 
child it is evident that grief was 
keen enough for an adult tobacco 
user to sacrifice a favorite posses- 
sion. At such times an archaeologist 
may not feel so hard-boiled about dis- 
turbing the dead; may experience 
what the psychologists call a “guilt 
complex,” a stirring of primitive 
memories, and _ superstitions. 

Along the lines of the Indians 
themselves not sharing such feelings 
in respect to unknown departed, 
there was a custom even more 
bizarre to us. This was a practice 
of gathering the bones of an ances- 
tor, painting them (generally red), 
making them into a bundle, and re- 
interring them. Some years ago evi- 
dence of this was found by archae- 
ologists in Baja, California. 

Another odd custom was that of 
Indians around the prehistoric lakes 
in the inter-mountain plateau basin 
of Nevada. The evidence indicates 
that the deceased individual was 
loaded onto a raft which was towed 
out onto the lake, Canoe-loads of 
stones were then brought out and 
transformed to the raft till it sank. 

Yes, they used grave markers, 
some the same as our tombstones. 
But not many did so, and evidence 
could have vanished in other cases. 
In the Chumash area on the coast 
of southern California there were 
even in the time of the first Amer- 
ican settlers, whalebone grave mark- 
ers in considerable numbers. Grave- 
yards thus marked must have been 
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familiar sites to the Spanish pio- 
neers. 

In the Northwest Coast, of course, 
grave markers and canoes, except on 
islands, were immediately destroyed 
by the pioneers—nearly all before 
the close of the ’50’s. One island in 
the Columbia is known as Coffin 
Rock, and until recently old pioneers 
of the neighborheod could recall the 
time they burned off the “blight;” 
“Heck of a blaze!” 

Not all Indians were buried with 
company, of course. Many lone skel- 
etons are found, sometimes at sites 
of summer camps whence they could 
not be transported to the home ceme- 
tery. 

Sometimes, as noted these were 
victims of “unnatural” demise. One 
such case was the discovery some 
years ago, in southern Arizona, of 
two prehistoric miners in a collapsed 
tunnel where they were digging salt. 
Their stone axes were still with 
them. One is a favorite posses- 
sion of the author, memento as it is 
of a type of tragedy that is known 
too vividly even today. 

Reverting to the comment that the 
Indians did not. have as superstitious 
feelings about the bones of their de- 
parted as we Europeans do, it seems 
also that there is some light on the 
difference in faith between the new 
and the original Americans. The In-

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dians who came on the bones of those 


whose souls had gone away in a pre- 
vious mourning ceremony believed 
literally. Theirs was a real faith. But 
the present Americans—aren’t they 
a little doubtful? Is their attitude 
like that of the “simple red men?” 
Doern’t this test go right through 
professed Christianity to some an- 
cient paganism that can still stir 
them to fear and other unnamed 
emotions. 

Maybe we’re not so superior to 
those ancient Americans as we like 
to assume. 

One is reminded of one of Shakes- 
peare’s character’s wry comment:

PRESERVATION OF 
ARCHAEOLOGICAL SITES 
BY SMITHSONIAN 


More than 9,000 archaeological 
sites—locations of Indian and fron- 
tier settlements—have been found in 
the past 12 years in areas scheduled 
to be flooded or otherwise obliterated 
in the present reservoir-building pro- 
gram. 

This has just been reported by the 
Committee for the Preservation of 
Archaeological Remains, an indepen- 
dent group serving in an advisory 
capacity for the Inter-Agency Ar- 
chaeological Salvage program which 
is being coordinated by the Smithso- 
nian Institution and the National 
Park Service. The Smithsonian In- 
stitution unit is headed by Dr. Frank 
H. H. Roberts, Jr., director of the Bu- 
reau of American Ethnology. There 
are five cooperating federal agencies, 
together with State historical socie- 
ties, universities, and State museums. 

The sites are scattered over 310 
reservoir areas in 42 States. They 
constitute remains of camps, villages, 
burial mounds and other cemeteries, 
trails, quarries, and caves used by 
Indians and trading posts, forts, pio- 
neer cabins, and settlements of white 
frontiersmen. ‘ 

Many of the 9,000 sites obviously 
do not merit excavation, says the re- 
port. Those that do, if the work is 
carried out, “would provide a record 
of man’s achievements in North Amer- 
ica over a period ranging from 
10,000 to less than 100 years ago.” 

Excavations have been started to 
date in 69 of the reservoir areas ]o- 
cated in 31 States. From these. and 
from the surveys which preceded 
them, have come more than 4,000,000 
archaeological specimens. These con- 
sist largely of arrowheads, pottery, 
stone and bone tools, stone ornaments, 
basketry, metal tools and glass ob- 
jects. They will be preserved as mu- 
seum exhibit pieces and study col- 
lections at the U.S. National Museum 
and at State and local museums and 
research centers throughout the coun- 
try. 

But the major work of the salvage 
program lies ahead. Excavation sched- 
ules in reservoir sites already sur- 
veyed include nearly 2,000 sites of 
major scientific importance.

faction; but I must make some al- 
lowance for your kindness and 
sympathy. Any one with ordinary 
faculties, if he had patience enough 
and plenty of time, could have writ- 
ten my book. You do not know how 
[admire your and Lyell’s generous 
and unselfish sympathy, I do not 
believe either of you would have 
cared so much about your own 
work. My book, as yet, has been 
far more successful than I ever even 
formerly ventured in the wildest 
day-dreams to anticipate. We shall 
soon be a good body*of working men, 
and shall have, I am convinced, all 
young and rising naturalists on our 
side. I shall be intensely interested 
to hear whether my book produces 
any effect on A. Gray; from what I 
heard at Lyell’s, I fancy your corres- 
pondence has brought him some way 
already .. .” 

It is interesting to note that the 
first edition of 1250 copies was sold 
out on the day of publication. A 
second edition of 3,000 copies was 
run off. In 1876, at the time Darwin 
wrote his Recollections 16,000 copies 
were in print. 

Darwin did not have too long to 
wait to learn Asa Gray’s opinion of 
his book for he wrote to Gray on 
January 28, 1860: 

“Hooker has forwarded to me your 
letter to him; and I can not express 
how deeply it has gratified me. To 
receive the approval of a man whom 
one has long sincerely respected, and 
whose judgment and knowledge are 
most universally admitted, is the 
highest reward an author can pos- 
sibly wish for; and I _thank you 
heartily for your most kind expres- 
BIGHE ccns o 

Darwin’s correspondence with Al- 
fred R. Wallace was always cordial. 
Darwin’s enthusiasm for collecting 
is seen in this letter which he wrote 
to Wallace on March 22, 1869: 


“T have finished your book; it 
seems to me excellent, and at the 
same time most pleasant to read. 
That you ever returned alive is won- 
derful after all your risks from ill- 
ness and sea voyages, especially that 
most interesting one to Waigiou and 
back. Of all the impressions which 
I have received from your book, the 
strongest is that your perseverance 
in the cause of science was heroic. 
catching the 
splendid butterflies have made me 
quite envious, and at the same time 
have made me feel almost young 
again, so vividly have they brought 
before my mind old days when I 
collected, though I never made such 
captures as yours. Certainly collect- 
ing is the best sport in the world. 
I shall be astonished if your book 
has not a great success; and your 
splendid generalizations on Geo- 
graphical Distribution, with which 
I am familiar from your papers, 


will be new to most of your read- 
ers. I think I enjoyed most the 
Timor case, as it is best demon- 
strated; but perhaps Celebes is 
really the most valuable. I should 
prefer looking at the whole Asiatic 
continent as having formerly been 
more African in its fauna, than ad- 
mitting the former existence of a 
continent across the Indian Ocean . .” 


In view of Darwin’s extensive cor- 
respondence it is odd that his letters 
do not come on the market more 
frequently. A few letters were 
sold at Sotheby’s in London during 
the 1957-58 auction year and they 
brought substantial prices. Three 
Autograph Letters Signed /1847- 
1848) to Dr. Asa Gray concerning 
Darwin’s work on barnacles brought 


£85. Four A. Ls. S. (1852-1859) to 
G. R. Waterhouse on_ scientific 
matters brought £60. <A _ four- 


page Letter Signed to his cousin, 
W. D. Fox, dated Aug. 24, 1866, 
about a revision of On the Origin 
of Species, fetched £40. Attesting 
to the attraction of an association 
copy is the price of £320 paid for 
a first edition of On the Origin of 
Species, a presentation copy, in- 
scribed in a clerk’s hand, from the 
author to Sir John Herschel. An 
A.L.S. of Darwin about the book 
was laid in. 


In contrast with these prices, in 
1949, two copies of the first edition 
of Origin, also with A. Ls. §S,, 
brought $85 each. A copy in fine 
condition brought $170. In the five- 
year period, 1945-1950, three A. Ls. 
S. of Darwin were sold at auction at 
prices ranging from $5 to $32. In 
1953 an A.L.S. of six pages about 
a discovery in conchology brought 
$22 and in 1954 a four-page letter 
about some Russian tea brought $27. 
During the 1955-56 auction season in 
New York a first edition of On the 
Origin of Species brought $90, and 
an A.L.S. of 2% pages about a mono- 
graph on the Cirripedia brought $90. 
During the past year’ rare book 
dealers have remarked that On the 
Origin of Species has become scarce. 


Darwin’s letters, from 1842 until 
his death, are written from his resi- 
dence in Down on imprinted station- 
ery. It was his custom to use octavo 
sheets and to date his letters with 
the day and the month, but not the 
year. The year can be noted from 
the postmark if the envelope accom- 
panies the letter. In signing his 
name he usually abbreviated the 


“Charles” to “Ch”, signing his 
name: “Ch. Darwin.” 
Although Darwin’s handwriting 


may be difficult to read, his letters 
are collected as eagerly as he him- 
self once collected beetles and but- 
terflies. Let us hope that the double 
anniversary this year will bring a 
host of unpublished letters on the 
market!

Maine is an interesting state, and 


especially postcard-wise. It is ex- 
tremely scenic as well as interest- 
ingly historic. ‘Some of our earliest 
post card publishers were in Maine, 
and many cards were mailed from 
popular coastal resorts. The rivers 
of Maine have numerous falls and 
rapids. The glacial lakes number 
into the thousands. There are nu- 
merous glacial deposits and boulders. 
The coast line is rugged, with many 
bays and inlets, and there are many 
light houses along the dangerous

coast. There are numerous islands, 
fine beaches, and many popular re- 
sorts. 
famous peaks are in the north. 
Among the well-known cities of 
Maine are Portland, Lewiston, Ban- 
gor, Auburn, Bath, Brunswick, Au- 
gusta, and others, and resorts such 
as Kennebunkport, Ogunquit, Old 
Orchard Beach, Bar Harbor, Booth- 
bay Harbor, Mt. Desert Island, etc. 
Maine post cards are many and 
varied. The Hugh C. Leighton.Com- 
pany was located at Portland, as was

also G. W. Morris. The resorts along 
the coast were very popular about 
the time of the “post card craze” 
in the early days of this century. 
Leighton published a_ beautiful 
greeting with pine and the cones 
against a background of snow. Good 
pictures of “Old Salts” come from 
Valentine and from Leighton; and 
views of camping and hunting deer 
were issued by Robbins. Around 
1905 or earlier Leighton issued a 
picture of a girl in a bathing suit 
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riding a buoy off the coast of Maine. 

From Alna, Me., we have two 
views of the old Meeting House built 
in 1789. From Auburn we have a 
view of Edward Little High School 
(Metropolitan - mailed 1909). 

From Augusta, the capital city, we 
have old cards by Morris, Leighton, 
Robbins, and also G. W. Quimby of 
Augusta. These cards are all printed 
in Germany - many in Saxony. There 
are views of the Kennebec River, the 
Maine Insane Hospital, City Hospi- 
tal (formerly St. Katherine’s School 
for Girls), the Cony High School, 
and the Lithgow Library, and St. 
Mary’s Church and Rectory. 


There are many good views of the 
State Capitol and the Capitol 
Grounds. A Leighton Capitol view 
shows the old Capitol building in 
winter. Other views shows a higher 
dome and wings added at each end. 
The grounds in the later views are 
extended and landscaped down to the 
river. The Maine State Capitol was 
dedicated in 1829. The tower was 
designed by Charles Bulfinch, and 
the building is constructed of Maine 
Granite - very beautiful. A new 
chrome-type card shows an aerial 
view of the grounds, the capitol and 
also the new Internal Revenue Build- 
ing. 

Bailey Island has black and white 
views of the water front (American 
Art-photolux). 

Very old cards from Bangor, show 
that interesting old town in all parts. 
There is French Street looking down 
from State Exchange Street show- 
ing much horse-drawn traffic, gen- 
eral view from the City Hall Tower 
which gives an idea of the age of 
the town. The old buildings had 
sloping roofs with many chimneys. 
Ohio Street from Hammond shows 
great elm trees over-lapping, with 
much shade. Broadway with unpaved 
streets, wide sidewalks, deep lawns 
and large houses. The Market Place 
looks like that of English Industrial 
towns. Hammond Street view toward 
State shows many ‘awnings, horse - 
drawn vehicles, and street car tracks. 
A view from Central shows a bridge, 
the Salmon pool, and falls. There 
are also City Hall, John Bapst High 
School, Public Library and Peirce 
Memorial, Peirce Memorial and Post 
Office, Bangor House (old and new 
views), and views of All Soul’s 
Church. 

Bar Harbor is the subject of many 
beautiful views - some showing war 
ships, British Cruisers, etc. Old pic- 
tures of Kebo Valley Golf Club at 
Bar Harbor show the terraces cov- 
ered with women in large hats, veils, 
and sweeping skirts, and the men in 
white flannels and dark coats - evi- 
dently a garden party. Another 
Kebo Club View of the same era 
shows a golf tournament being play- 
ed before a large gallery of dressed- 
up people. We have views of Mount 
Desert Street, the Malvern Hotel 


with its wide verandas, Methodist 
Church and School Street, Schooner 
Head and Otter Cliff, and the muni- 
cipal pier. 


A view of a glacial boulder at 
Bass Harbor is good. 


From Bath, Me., we have Leighton 
and American Art cards showing the 
Public Library (looks like the gate 
house to some old castle), Center 
Street with a fair hill and a tall but 
beautiful Court House at the top. 
There are modern views of iron 
works, old folk’s home, and more iron 
works. 

Belgrade Lakes is mostly resorts, 
with hills and beautiful lakes and 
large old-fashioned hotels and sum- 
mer homes of the wealthy. An old 
Swallow card pictures Berwick 
Bridge. 

Biddeford is interesting on the old 
cards. There is the Tristrim Goldth- 
waite House at Biddeford Pool — 
built 1718. There is a view of logs 
in the River at Saco Lumber Co., 
and one of the St. Andrews Church. 


Boothbay Harbor is a beautiful 
and popular resort. There is ferry 
service to Squirrel Island and a 
steamer to Monhegan Island. The 
views show rugged but beautiful 
water front such as artists love. 


Bethel, Me., has 1906 cards of old 
Prospect Inn and Bethel Inn, and 
new views of cabins, beach, Songo 
Lake and the Golf Course. 


Brunswick, which is between Port- 
land and Bath is an interesting town 
— the home of Bowdoin College. 
There are views of Pleasant Street 
and Main Street with old fashioned 
houses, stores, and wooden churches. 
The streets are unpaved and the 
trees have built around them protec- 
tion against horses gnawing the 
bark. There are old church views 
such as King’s Chapel at Bowdoin, 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, the 
Gothic interior of the Congregational 
Church, and the Berean Baptist - all 
old churches - some of which have 
certainly been replaced or remodeled, 
long ago. 

At Brunswick is famous old Bow- 
doin College. There are beautiful 
old gates. The Gate of ’75 and the 
Gate of ’78 are very beautiful and 
seem to have been made for the 
“carriage trade.” There are views of 
old buildings - Moulton Union, Me- 
morial Hall, a number of views of 
the Walker Art Building and the 
Sculpture Hall in the Art Building. 
Bowdoin has been the Alma Mater 
of many great men. Among them 
were President Pierce, Nathanial 
Hawthorne, and Henry Wadsworth 
Longfellow. 


From Calais, Me., are views of the 


-High and Grammar Schools. Other 


views show Casco Bay, the Orrs Is- 
land Bridge, Caribou Public Library, 
and the wheat fields. 


Camden is on an old G. W. Morris 
ecard of 1904. There are mountains, 
the bay, and a small tow. Beautiful 
Camden views show Norumbego 
Grounds, Sherman’s Point, the Turn- 
pike Drive, the general view from 
Mt. Battie, Lake Megunticook with 
sheer cliffs rising 1000 feet above 
the water. There are modern views 
of Bok Amphitheater, White Hall 
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Inn, a rear view showing gardens 
and rock gardens back of the library, 
front view of the Library, and a view 
of the harbor from the Amphitheater, 
and Islands in Lake Megunticook. 
The library is a lovely brick colonial 
type building with a charming in- 
terior. It houses a collection of ship 
pictures that is famous. There are 
other views of Camden, the Harbor, 
shore, and mountains, and views of 
varied craft in the Harbor. 

The old view of Cherryfield dates 
from horse and buggy days. And 
there are a number of views from 
various capes, such as Cape Eliza- 
beth, Cape Porpoise, with resort ho- 
tels, fire stations, fishing piers, etc. 
There are many more beautiful 
Maine views and cards. In the 
meantime a beautiful spring time to 
you collectors up there in Maine.

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Early British Post Cards 


By J. R. BURDICK 


The July, 1958, issue of The Bri- 
tish Printer, a London trade maga- 
zine of the printing industry, includes 
an article by E. Turner Berry on 
the evolution and development of the 
Picture Post Card which is of pri- 
mary interest to collectors of these 
cards and to other students of Postal 
History. Portions of the article de- 
serve presentation in a medium of 
wider collector interest. This is es- 
pecially true of some of the illustra- 
tions as they have heretofore not 
been seen in America. 

Mr. Berry notes the relationship 
of picture Post Cards to the carte- 
de-visite photographs which made 
their advent in France in 1854 and 
soon were showing photos of royalty, 
celebrities, actresses, works of art, 
and views of all kinds. Cartes are 
miniature cabinet photos measuring 
about 2% x 4 inches. Untold millions 
of these were sold both in Europe 
and America and Queen Victoria her- 
self headed the list of collectors with 
her albums of royalty photos. Al- 
most every household had its parlor 
collection until, at the turn of the 
century, they were replaced by the 
picture post card. Cartes, however, 
were not alone in being avidly col- 
lected. Stereoscope views were highly 
popular and still other collections 
were made of various forms of li- 
thographed views and pictures. All 
these items are now known as Early 
Album Cards and a large collection 
of them will show just about every 
object and event of interest from 
1850 to the end of the century. By 
that time the Souvenir Post Card 
had_ passed through its pioneering 
period and was ready to take over 
the world’s No. 1 souvenir spot — a 
position which it still holds. 

Mr. Berry writes: “The earliest 
known card to pass through the post 
which could be described as a pic- 
torial postcard was, like the carte- 
de-visite, of French origin. In 1870, 
the year that saw the fall of Paris 
and the horrors of civil war, a post 
card was printed and published by 
M. Leon Besnardeau, a stationer of 
Sille-le-Guillaume. It bore an em- 
blematic design of flags and military 
arms and was printed specially for 
the troops, who were chiefly peasant 
lads anxious to send news and greet- 
ings to those at home.” The illus- 
tration shown is the first of this 
card that has been seen. It is prob- 
ably correct to call it the first. real 
souvenir pictorial card to be pro- 
duced and sold in quantity. It is

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strictly a private card since the 
French Post Office did not issue go- 
vernment postals until 1872. The 
lines shown on the design could be 
either for the address or a message 
and any markings on the reverse are 
still unknown. The impression has 
been given that there were several 
designs but probably this is the only 
one as it shows all the military ele- 
ments associated with the card. A 
second design, however, was produced 
early in 1871. 

“The earliest illustrated cards 
known to have been printed in this 
country were sold at the London 
Royal Naval Exhibition of 1891. The 
cards bore a picture of the Eddy- 
stone lighthouse, and visitors were 
invited to address one to a friend 
and to post it in the top of an enor- 
mous posting-box built in the shape 
of the famous lighthouse. : This 
card, also shown, is in Naval blue 
on the government postal. 

“In 1894 Blum & Degen of Pater- 
noster Row, a firm of continental 
origin, were issuing various picture 
post cards in collotype monochrome 
and Messrs Stewart of Edinburgh 
were publishing views of that city. 
Local views in halftone were also be- 
ing published by the British Photo- 
gravhic Publishing Co., of Leicester. 
F. T. Corkett. who founded this firm, 
started by taking photographs of the 
town of Leicester and its surround- 
ings. (Later he became manager of 
Tuck’s Post Card Devartment when 
Tuck absorbed his firm in 1899.) 
These were the three firms who seem 
to have been the first to publish 
picture post cards in Britain on a 
reasonably large scale. All their 
cards were court size (4% x 3%), 
the only size allowed to pass through 
the vost at that time. 

“The earliest coloured picture 
cards were produced by three-colour 
collotype in 1882 by Danesi of Rome, 
a firm that was untiring in its in- 
vestigations of photomechanical me- 
thods. Although the price was only 
10 centesimi (2c) per card there was 
very little demand for them at that 
date. Germany was the country 
where the industrial imvortance of 
the post card was first fully realized 
and it was there that the craze for 
collecting was born. After Germany, 
Switzerland was quick to follow and 
by the 1890’s tourists on the contin- 
ent were offered a generous assort- 
ment of toporzraphical cards in most 
towns and villages. In some coun- 
tries cards denicting rather riseue 
drawings and photographs were dis- 
played for the visitor to buy and 
some of these found their way into 
this country through the post. It 
is generally believed that this type 
of card influenced the British postal 
authorities against the encourage- 
ment of the craze in this country.

tfx 
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were, however, quite harmless and 
those which were imported into Bri- 
tain were first seen for sale in the 
1890’s in the more exclusive station- 
ers. 


“On the Continent, where postal 
restrictions were not so severe, the 
picture post card industry was flour- 
ishing by 1894, and collecting was 
already a general craze. In 1899 the 
Continental size card,.5% x 3% in- 
ches, was allowed in this country 
(today, the so-called Continental size 
is still larger, about 6 x 4) and by 
1902, chiefly through the influence 
of Sir Adolph Tuck, half the mes- 
sage side was allowed for correspon- 
dence, which freed the whole of the 
reverse for a picture. But it was 
the German firms that reaped the 
harvest. They had vast stocks of the 
larger sized cards ready to flood the 
British market and their clever or- 
ganization and low prices gave them 
advantages over the unprepared Bri- 
tish firms. This early flood was 
chiefly of chromo-lithos and collotype 
cards in both of which processes the 
Germans’ excelled. The — slogan 
‘Printed in Germany’ which was in- 
tended to safeguard the British print- 
er, had the opposite effect with these 
early cards. For a time they had 
the field almost to themselves, but 
gradually the manufacturing station- 
ers, photographic publishers and 
colour printers realized that the pic- 
ture post card had come to stay and 
by 1903 English and Scottish firms 
were producing about a third of the 
eards for sale. Even the larger art 
publishers who had previously held 
aloof joined in to capture the trade.” 


It will thus be clear that picture 
post cards in England really began 
in 1894 when the Post. Office allowed 
use of the half-penny adhesive post- 
age stamp on privately printed cards. 
Mr. Berry writes, naturally, from the 
British point of view and makes no 
attempt to outline fully the various 
early cards and developments in 
other countries aside from the few 
points mentioned. Much of the copy 
is a technical discussion of printing 
processes used on post cards in the 
early 1900’s, most of which would 
be appreciated only by those engaged 
in this trade. 


Also illustrated is a design pub- 
lished in 1850 by James Valentine, 
founder of the famed Valentine & 
Sons, Ltd. This resembles a post 
card but is actually a propaganda 
label for Ocean Penny Postage, 
drawn in the style of the well known 
Mulready envelope of 1840. The 
fine print at the base quotes the 
price as (25 adhesives or 30 plain 
sent free for 12 Penny Post Stamps). 
The final illustration shows a post 
card of 1897 by George Stewart of 
Edinburgh relating to the Expedition 
by Lord Kitchener into the Sudan 
which recaptured Khartoum and re- 
established Britain in this area. The 
slogan “Remeinber Gordon” refers to 
General Gordon who had been killed 
at Khartoum in 1885 in the drawn 
out struggle between Anglo-Egyp- 
tian forces and miscellaneous rebels,

smugglers, slave drivers, and fana- 
tics. 

In closing, it is stated that the 
Post Card collecting hobby reached 
its peak in England in 1907, when 
832,000,000 cards passed through the 
British Post Office, about three quar- 
ters of which were picture cards. 
Enthusiasm waned after 1910 and 
came to a virtual end in 1918 when 
the postage rate on cards was in- 
creased. The hobby in England and 
America seem to have quite parallel 
courses down through the years, al- 
though at the present time collecting 
activity in America seems to be much 
stronger than abroad.

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PLAYING CARDS

An Historical Resume of Playing Cards 


Playing cards, according to earliest 
records, were first used by the Chi- 
nese in the early half of the 12th 
century; Hindus also claim to be the 
originators. It is thought that one 
of the fleeing Hindu tribes carried 
the cards into Egypt from where 
they were brought to Italy or Spain 
with cargoes of spices and _ silks. 
Cards advanced from there to France 
by raiding soldiers, and thence to 
England and America. Each country 
has adapted the cards to their own 
interpretation. The Spaniards and 
Italians used Swords, Cups or Chali- 
ces, Coins, and Batons as suit signs. 
France changed these to the familiar 
Spades, Hearts, Clubs and Diamonds, 
while Germany and Austria varied 
the suit signs to Bells, Hearts, 
Leaves, and Acorns. The English 
copied the French suit signs and ours 
are patterned after the English 
cards. American manufacturers have 
tried to introduce strictly American 
suit signs but they have never been 
accepted by the general public. 


These hand-drawn “pasteboards” 
were not only used for educational 
purposes, but also for teaching mili- 
tary stratery in early times to the 
young nobles. The first paper cur- 
rency issued in America were I. 0. U. 
notes written on the backs of Play- 
ing Cards in 1685 by the French 
Goverror of Quebec, Jacques de 
Muelles. In countries where there 
was a scarcity of paner, cards were 
used for a variety of purposes such 
as invitations for dinners and balls 
given by the wealthy people, and as 
admission tickets to the University 
of Pennsylvania in Philadelphia in 
1765. 


The very early decks of cards were 
made in the Orient and painted by 
hand in a variety of materials, such 
as thin sheets of wood, ivory, metal 
and dried leaves. Canvas, leather 
and embroidered silk cards as well 
as cards of small tiles and tortoise 
shells are known to have existed. 
Our first settlers introduced cards of 
leaves, bark, sheep and deer skin 
which were hand-cut and painted. 
Benjamin Franklin was one of the 
leading card-paper manufacturers of 
the 18th century, and some of his

own cards were used as insulation 
in the electrical friction machine 
which he built in 1731. 


Tt is interesting to know that our 
cards of today were developed from 
decks of the Italian Renaissance in 
the 14th century. However, our 
“court” cards reflect the French in- 
fluence as noted in our King of 
Hearts, which is supposed to have 
been a vortrait.of Charlemagne, the 
Great Charles of Carolingian legend. 
Judith, the Queen of Hearts, is be- 
lieved to be the heroine of the Apo- 
cryphal Book of Judith, who slew the 
Assyrian general Holofernes. But 
many different personages have been 
represented on these cards; the King 
of Hearts has appeared as Adam, 
Julius Caesar, Constantine, and Alex- 
ander: the Queen of Hearts has por- 
trayed Helen of Troy, Roxanne, Ra- 
chel, Queen Elizabeth of England, 
and Joan of Are. The King of 
Spades, the most impressive of the 
card royal family, has shown no ap- 
preciable change since the 16th cen- 
tury, and it is presumed that he 
represents King David of the Bible. 


The old cards can be found in the 
historical societies in this country as 
well as in the print collections 
throughout Europe, usually as exam- 
ples of early printing or engraving 
rather than as cards. However, the 
importance of the collecting of play- 
ing cards is acknowledged by the 
fact that large and valuable collec- 
tions are housed and maintained in 
many Museums around the world - 
the Librairie Nationale, the British 
Museum, Dresden, Munich, Nurem- 
burg, Vienna. and our own National 
Museum in Washington. The Royal 
Asiatic Society has a deck in its col- 
lection which is said to be over one 
thousand years old! The most com- 
prehensive collection of playing cards 
in this country is the United States 
Playing Card Collection which is on 
permanent loan to the Cincinnati 
Art Museum. The Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art in New York is also 
developing a playing card collection. 
There are many private collections 
in Europe, one of which it is said 
belonged to the Queen of Spain. 
Likewise this country has a growing 


number of collectors who have found 
that playing cards embrace so much 
of a country’s history, intrigue and 
romance. 


The unusual hobby of collecting 
playing cards began in the United 
States about 1900, and today there 
are several thousand collectors 
throughout the world. H. Bruce 
Spencer of Chicago, together with 
the late Bjarne Rosing, did much 
toward establishing the hobby in that 
city some twenty years ago. Mr. 
Spencer was the guiding inspiration 
for the formation of the Chicago 
Playing Card Collectors, a nation- 
wide club devoted to the hobby. 
Freida Clark, who established and 
conducted this magazine’s Playing 
Cards department until her untimely 
passing in December of 1958, was 
one of the founders of the club, and 
was its first president. Today, Chi- 
cago Playing Card Collectors, Inc., 
has a membership that includes Ca- 
nada, England, Ireland, Australia, 
Belgium, South America, India, Ice-

Outer Space Notes 


There are rivers within rivers of 
meteors. 

This thesis is advanced by Dr. Ger- 
ald S. Hawkins and Richard B. 
Southworth of Boston University and 
Harvard College Observatory, in a 
paper recently published by the 
Smithsonian Institution Astrophysi- 
cal Observatory to explain variations 
observed in different years of the 
number of “shooting stars” in the 
Quadrantids. This is one of the 
annual showers of these objects, be- 
lieved to be the debris of a disrupted

comet whose orbit around the sun 
intersected that of the earth. 

The annual shower of the Quadran- 
tids is observed early in January, 
usually just after midnight, January 
2-3. Presumably this is the time 
when the orbit of the debris, the 
same as that of the disrupted comet 
intersects the earth’s orbit. The 
shower is fairly conspicuous, compar- 
able to the better known Perseids in 
August and the Geminids in Decem- 
ber. Over the past 40 years an aver- 
age of about 40 per hour has been 
reported. Rates of more than 50 an 
hour, however, had been reported, es- 
pecially before 1921. This has led 
some astronomers to the hypothesis 
that the shower is declining, perhaps 
eventually to disappear altogether. 

But, Hawkins and Southworth 
stress, older naked eye observations 
without the more adequate instru- 
mentation of the present, probably

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represented abnormal years when the 
number was exceptionally high. 

This can be explained on the sim- 
plest hypothesis, says their report 
just issued by the Astrophysical Ob- 
servatory, “of regions of unusually 
high density in the otherwise nearly 
uniform’ distribution of meteors 
along the orbit of the Quadrantid 
stream.” It is concluded that there 
are clouds of meteors imbedded in 
the continuous stream. 

The Smithsonian astronomers re- 
port evidence that the “node,” or 
point where the Quadrantid erbit in- 
tersects the earth’s orbit, is regress- 
ing slightly each year, due to pull 
of other celestial bodies. The point 
of intersection is taken to be the 
point of the maximum number of me- 
teors observed. 

The research was supported jointly 
by Army, Navy, and Air Force under 
contract with Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology.

SPICER 


Coat-of-Arms 
By HAZEL KRAFT EILERS 


INTERPRETATION 


He beareth for Arms: Sable a 
chevron erminois between three tow- 
ers triple-towered or. ~ 


Crest: Out of a ducal coronet or, 
a cubit arm habited and gloved hold- 
ing a fire-ball all proper. 


Translated into non-Heraldic 
terms: A black (sable) shield on 
which is charged a chevron with 
black ermine spots on a gold back- 
ground (erminois). This chevron is 
between three gold (or) towers 
topped with three smaller towers 
(triple-towered). The crest is a du- 
cal coronet of gold (or) out of which 
issues an arm cut below the elbow 
(cubit), the hand holding a fire-ball 
also of natural color (proper). A 
color name is never repeated, there- 
fore when the words “alk proper” are 
written after the three words “habit- 
ed,” “gloved,” and “fire-ball,” then 
all three of those symbols would be 
of natural color, or “proper.” 


The chevron, “likened unto the 
roof of a house,” is emblematical of 
one who protects the defenseless, or 
one who builds fortresses or church- 
es for his country, and is one of the 
nine “Honourable Ordinaries.” 


A tower or castle is the symbol of 
grandeur or solidity, and has been 
granted to one who has faithfully 


held one for his king, or who has 
captured one by force or stratagem. 


A cubit arm is an arm with the 
hand attached, couped at the elbow. 
“Couped” is the term used when the 
head or limb of a person or animal, 
or when any other charge, is cut off 
by an even line. The arm is emblem- 
atical of industry. 


Cannons, cannon-balls and gren- 
ades (or fire-balls) are bestowed on 
those who have dared their terrors 
in sieges and battles. All weapons 
of warfare have the general mean- 
ing of preparation for service to one’s 
country. 


The ducal coronet must not be con- 
fused with the duke’s crown showing 
five strawberry leaves, the coronet 
having three in view, and being worn 
by one in the court of the duke, who 
assists him as host or secretary. 


Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer and are granted only if 
he is worthy. Sable and ermine, both 
fur linings of royal robes, signify 
nobility, sable having the added 
meaning of constancy, and ermine, 
of purity; gold, generosity and eleva- 
tion of mind. Erminois is one of four 
variations of ermine. Ermine is white 
with black tails; ermines, black with 
white tails; erminois, gold with black 
tails; pean, black with gold tails. 
They all have the same meaning and 
are employed for variation. 





This Spicer Coat-of-Arms is reg- 
istered in Burke’s General Armory 
(1884), along with other blazons for 
the name, and is ascribed to the 
family seated in “Weare, in Top- 
sham, co, Devon; an ancient family, 
one of whose ancestors was Mayor 
of Exeter 1273, as was his grand- 
son, John Spicer, time of Edward III. 
About 1804, the representative of the 
family sold the estate of Weare.” 


This same Armorial Bearing is 
also recorded and reproduced in the 
Spicer Genealogy, published in 1911 
and compiled by Mrs. Susan Spicer 
Meech and her daughter Miss Su- 
san Billings Meech. Here we find a 
Spicer Coat-of-Arms illustrating a 
Spicer genealogy. What could be 
more natural than to assume the one 
belongs to the other? But such is 
not the case, as seven Spicer Coats- 
of-Arms are described by the com- 
pilers, after which is the note: ‘To 
which Coat-of-Arms we are entitled, 
if any, we are not able to state, but 
have chosen for our frontispiece the 
one which pleased us most because 
of the motto!” 


At the time the Spicer Genealogy 
was printed in 1911 money was be- 


ing expended in genealogical research 
in England in an effort to establish 
the ancestry of Peter Spicer, the ear- 
ly settler of Connecticut about whom 
the Genealogy is mainly concerned. 
Although publication was held up for 
some time waiting for a report, the 


book was finally printed without it. 
Twelve years later, in 1923, a sup- 
plement was printed by Miss Meech 


giving details on the data accumu- 
lated during the research conducted 
in England. Although Miss Meech 
was not without hope that some day 
the answer would be found, the ex- 
tended search at that date was a dis- 
appointment as it failed to furnish 
a link to Peter’s parents or his right 
to an Armorial Bearing. 


The Spicer Genealogy leans to- 
wards the theory that Peter came 
from Virginia to New England. Mac- 
kenzie’s Colonial Families of the 
United States places Peter as a son 
of Thomas Spicer of Newport, R. I., 
in 1638. Conjectures only, until one 
or the other is proven or both dis- 
proven. 


Peter Spicer bought property in 
New London, Conn., in 1666, and 
married in Warwick, R. I., Decem- 
ber 15, 1670, Mary, daughter of Capt. 
Peter and Mary Busecot. He died in 
New London or Norwich, Conn., in 
1694-5. He was among the volunteers 
who served in King Philip’s War, 
and received for his services a grant 
of 140 acres of land in Voluntown, 
Conn. Peter and Mary (Busecot) 
Spicer had issue: Edward of Groton, 
Conn., (a freeman and landholder in 
1708, surveyor of highways 1712 and 
1716, fence viewer 1714) who mar- 
ried his cousin Katherine Stone, 
daughter of his mother’s sister; Wil- 
liam married Hannah Roath; Peter; 
Ruth married Samuel Newton; Sam-

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uel married Susannah Olmsby; Jabez 
married Margaret Park(e); Abigail; 
Hannah; Jane; Mary and Sarah. 

Some of the other early settlers 
of the name included Gregory, Rich- 
ard, William, Edward and Henry— 
all of Virginia between 1618 and 
1635. Thomas of Newport, R. I., and 
his sister Abigail who married Dan- 
iel Stanton in 1707; and Stephen 
from Topsham, Devonshire, England. 

A John Spicer, born in Basle, Swit- 
zerland of English descent, came 
with his family when two months 
old and settled in Maryland before 
removing to Chambersburg, Pa. He 
married Mary Agnes Maguire from 
Richmond, Va., and they had a son 
named John Mason Maguire Spicer 
born in Chambersburg, Pa., in 1841. 
The family later moved to Oregon 
City, Ill. As a young man of seven- 
teen the son is said to have carried 
a torchlight in the parade held the 
night before the Lincoln-Douglas De- 
bate at Freeport, Ill. (This mental 
image is vivid to me as last fall we 
not only attended the centennial of 
the Lincoln-Douglas Debate at Free- 
port, but also the centennials at 
Galesburg and Quincy, III.) 

S. Baring-Gould’s Family Names 
and Their Story (1911) tells us Spi- 
cer isa trade-name fromthe French 
“epicier” or grocer. However, there is 
also a more whimsical explanation of 
the origin of the name. “In one of 
the early wars, an Irishman was cap- 
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tured by the English; such were ap- 
pearances that they said to him: 
‘You are a spy, sir!’ The captive 
with ready Irish wit replied: ‘Spi- 
cer? Spicer! Yes, Spicer, begolle, that 
is my name.’ ‘But you are a spy, 
sir, and must die.’ ‘Yes, yes, be- 
golle, that is my name, Spicer, but 
you don’t hang people for having a 
name you know, do you?’ The Eng- 
lish were so pleased with his wit, 
that they let him live, and he was 
ever after known as Spicer.”

Robert Reagan, Elmwood Park, and 
Chicago, IIll., counts advertising as 
his vocation and the making of mini- 
ature furniture as his  avocation. 
Recently, examples of his fine crafts- 
manship were exhibited in the Art 
department of the Chicago Public 
Library. 

For the past four years, Mr. Rea- 
gan has been making miniature re- 
plicas of early American cottage 
furniture - the dressers, tables, 
hutches, and chairs that were brought 
across the ocean in sailing vessels 
or were copied by skilled craftsmen 
after they arrived in the New World. 

His work is done in the finest 
woods - cherry, walnut, pine, ebony, 
and ven bubinga, an African rose- 
wood. The largest pieces are five 
inches high and the smallest pieces 
are about four-fifths of an inch high. 
All movable parts - such as drawers, 
doors, and sliding panels work per- 
fectly. Pieces are equipped with 
minute knobs, hinges, and handles - 


all in keeping with the style and 


scale of the piece. 

Mr. Reagan spends countless hours 
in research — most of it in the li- 
brary - before he begins work on a 
miniature piece of furniture. By the 
time he is ready for work the pro- 
portions are so well fixed in his mind 
that he uses no plans, blue prints or 
scale. He just begins to work in 
wood. He uses model making and 
surgical tools and when he cannot 
find an appropriate tool he makes 
one. 


In recent months, Mr. Reagan has 
made some miniature buildings, too. 
These stem, largely from the excit- 
ing period of Western expansion and 
include an assay office that existed 
in Body, Calif., in 1865; a gunsmith’s 
shop and bank building from the 
Dodge City of 1870, and Judge Roy 
Bean’s headquarters, once known as 
the “Law West of the Pecos.”

AN ANCIENT BIRD 

A truly ancient bird is the Canada 
goose. 

Through most of the great glacial 
epoch preceding the present it had 
about the same range as today over 
most of North America. This is 
stressed in a report on fossil remains 
ef this ubiquitous migrating bird by 
Dr. Alexander Wetmore, research as- 
sociate of the Smithsonian Institution. 

Bones have been found in ice-age 
deposits in Oregon, California, Flor- 
ida, and Nevada. 

An additional piece of the jigsaw 
puzzle of its ancient distribution from 
the far west to the southeast of the 
present United States has recently 
come from St. Paul, Minn.—a frag- 
ment of a wing bone found at the 
bottom of a large trench dug by the 
city water department in an ancient 
peat bog. The finder, Scott K. Wright 
of St. Paul, who sent the bone to 
Dr. Wetmore for identification, be- 
lieves the deposit to date from the 
glacial period. Associated with it in 
the same trench were found remains 
of an ice-age species of bison. The 
bird bone showed evidence of being 
quite ancient. 

During the later ice-age time south- 
ern Canada apparently had abun- 
dance of birds, Dr. Wetmore reports. 
He has identified remains of several 
kinds found in two small caves near 
Hamilton, Ont., by Dr. Hugh R. 
Thompson of McMaster University 
and his associates. 

Geolcgical evidence, Dr, Thompson 
says, shows that the bones were 
washed into the ice-age Lake Iro- 
quois, long since vanished, and sank 
to the bottom, where they were 
buried, 

Fossil bones in the collection, as 
identified by Dr. Wetmore, represent- 
ed wood duck, reported from ice-age 
deposits for the first time, barred owl, 
fossil remains of which previously 
have been found only in ice-age de- 
posits in Florida, and a red-winged 
blackbird and grackle, fossils of both 
of which previously have been found 
in Florida.

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A NEW SCIENCE— 
PALYNOLOGY 

An invisible rain falls seasonally 
on the earth. 

This is a rain of pollen grains, in- 
calculable numbers of which fill the 
atmosphere but which are so ex- 
tremely minute that one never is 
aware of them, except that some 
cause seasonal hay fevers. 

They are deposited in extremely 
thin layers over the earth’s surface. 
From this pollen, preserved in sedi- 
ments, geologists now are able to 
reconstruct vegetation, climates, and 
living conditions of millions of years 
ago in some localities. 

The interpretation of fossil pollen 
and spores constitutes an essentially 
new science called palynology. It 
is summarized by Drs. Estella B. 
Leopold and Richard A. Scott, of the 
U. S. Geological Survey, in the most 
recent annual report of the Smith- 
sonian Institution. There is every 
indication, they say, that fossil pollen 
will be an increasingly valuable tool 
of geology as interpretation techni- 
ques are improved. 

The pollen grains in the atmos- 
phere are, for the most part, from 
plants which depend upon the wind, 
rather than insects, for pollination of 
their flowers. Wind pollination is an 
extremely wasteful process. Vast 
numbers of pollen grains may be 
produced — as many as 10,000,000 
per catkin for one forest species. 

These grains are remarkably resis- 
tant to destruction or change through 
the ages. This is due, says the re- 
port, to “the remarkable resistance 
of their walls to most degradative 
processes. The walls are composed 
of a wax-like compound, a chemically 
undefined polymer of stable, long- 
chain molecules. This compound is 
one of the most enduring organic 
substances found in nature.” 

Many plant species, it is pointed 
out, produce distinctive pollen which 
can be distinguished by the expert. 
Says the report: “For paleoecological 
purposes, fossil pollen serves as a 
means of determining the botanical 
relationship of the plants in assem- 
blage. Having identified the pollen 
the analyst, under assumption that 
the plants have not significantly 
changed their environmental toler- 
ances in time, can deduce that an 


- environment like that now required 


by these plants once existed in the 
vicinity of the fossil locality. 

“Tf a modern species is now limited 
in its distribution by some known 
factor such as temperature or rain- 
fall, then from a Pleistocene (ice 
age) occurrence of the plant one can 
infer rather precisely the climate at 
the time the plant grew. The vali- 
dity of such conclusions decreases 
with increasing age of the sample. 

“An outstanding example of the 
use of fossil pollen, along with 
fruits, seeds, and wood, in a broad 
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approach to reconstruction of an Oli- 
gocene environment is the investiga- 
tion of the Brandon lignite. This 
unusual deposit of brown coal near 
Brandon, Vt., was first discovered 
about 100 years ago and served as 
the fuel source for an iron industry, 
once the largest in the United States. 
Recent study of the lignite by E. S. 
Barghoorn and A. Traverse has re- 
sulted in identification of more than 
56 genera of flowering plants. About 
60 percent of these are represented 
by pollen alone. 

“The affinities of these plants re- 
veal that they form a subtropical as- 
semblage which probably grew under 
conditions much like those of the 
river swamps in the Atlantic-CGulf 
coastal plain. This is compelling evi- 
dence for the existence in Vermont 
of climatic conditions similar to those 
now typical of coastal Florida or 
South Carolina. 

“From studies such as that of the 
Brandon lignite it is clear that paly- 
nology (study of fossil pollen) can 
contribute to a fuller understanding 
of the evolutionary and migrational 
history of past and present vegeta- 
tion by adding another category to 
the list of detached fragments from 
which the geological record of plants 
must be deduced.” 





THE MUSK OX 


The oo-ming-mack, —s exter- 
minated in North America by ruth- 
less hunting 80 years ago, is on its 
way back. 

But— promotional advertising to 
the contrary —it is highly unlikely 
that this animal, uniquely adapted 
to life within a few hundred miles of 
the North Pole, ever can profitably 
be domesticated. This is the warning 
of Dr. Hartley H. T. Jackson, retired 
biologist of the U.S. Fish and Wild- 
life Service, whose account of the re- 
turn of the musk ox has just been 
published in the latest Annual Re- 
port of the Smithsonian Institution. 

Oo-ming-mack is the familiar Eski- 
mo name for musk ox, which was 
onee fairly abundant in parts of 
Alaska and northern Canada but, 
which a few years ago seemed to have 
found its last home in relatively ice- 
free northern Greenland, where it 
was of considerable economic impor- 
tance to the natives. 

There are now, says Dr. Jackson, 
fairly successful experimental herds 
in both Alaska and Canada. Efforts 
to establish such herds in northern 
Europe and Iceland hardly can be 
considered successful. 

It is highly desirable that an ani- 
mal be saved from extinction, but, 
the biologist points out, a great deal 
of misleading information about the 
possibilities of domesticating the musk 
ox has been published. Some of it is 
true—but not the whole truth. It is, 
true for example, that the wool is one 
of the finest known, comparing favor- 
ably even with vicuna. But it is mixed 
with coarse hairs, and no economical 
separation process has yet been sug- 
gested. The meat is nutritious but too 
tough for most people.
